W.  Eaton,  elected  a  Senator  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut for  the  term  of  six  years,  commencing  March  4, 1875 ;  which  were 
read.

The  Vice-President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  annual  report  of  the 
Attorney-General,  showing  the  operations  of  the  Department  of  Justice 
for  the  liscal  year  ending  June  30,  1874. 

Orderedj  That  it  lie  on  the  table  and  be  printed. 

The  Vice-President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  annual  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the  state  of  the  finances. 

Ordered^  That  it  lie  on  the  table  and  be  printed. 

Mr.  Morrill,  of  Maine,  from  the  joint  select  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  under  the  act  of  June  20, 1874,  to  frame  a 
government  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  submitted  a  report,  (No.  479,) 
accompanied  by  a  bill  (S.  963)  for  the  better  government  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia ;  which  was  read  and  passed  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Sherman  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  (S.  964)  to  provide  for  the  revision  of  the  laws  for  the  col- 
lection of  customs  duties ;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times, 
by  unanimous  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ingalls  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill  (S.  965)  for  the  relief  of  certain  settlers  upon  the  public  lands 
in  the  State  of  Kansas;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  by 
nnaDimous  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Patterson  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  (S.  966)  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  Army ;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  by 
unanimous  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Hitchcock  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to 
bring  in  the  following  bills;  which  were  read  the  first  and  second  times, 
by  unanimous  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed : 

S-  967.  A  bill  for  the  relief  of  certain  settlers  on  the  public  lands  in 
the  State  of  Nebraska. 

S.  968.  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  relief  of  persons  suffering  from  the 
ravages  of  grasshoppers. 

Mr.  Eamsey  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill  (S.  969)'for  the  relief  of  Ferdinand  Monti,  a  wagon- master  in 
the  Mexican  war ;  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  by  unani- 
moas  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Logan  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill  (S.  970)  for  the  relief  of  Andrew  Hosmer,  of  Peoria,  Illinois ; 
which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  by  unanimous  consent,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Sargent  asked  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  obtained  leave  to  bring 
in  the  following  bills ;  which  were  read  the  first  and  second  times,  by 
unanimous  consent,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  : 

S.  971.  A  bill  to  protect  persons  of  foreign  birth  against  forcible  con- 
straint or  involuntary  servitude. 

S.  972.  A  bill  to  enable  Indians  in  certain  cases  to  enter  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  under  the  homestead  law,  and  for  other  purposes. 
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S.  973.  A  bill  to  correct  the  date  of  commission  of  certain  officers  of 
the  Army. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  McPherson,  its 
Clerk : 

Mr.  Pxesident :  I  am  directe.d  to  inform  the  Senate  that  a  quoram  of 
the  House  of  Eepresentatives  has  appeared,  and  that  the  House  is  ready 
to  proceed  to  business. 

The  House  of  Eepresentatives  has  passed  a  resolution  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee,  to  join  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  wait  upon  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  has  assembled,  and 
that  Congress  is  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased 
to  make ;  and  it  has  appointed  Mr.  Dawes,  Mr.  Eobert  S.  Hale,  and  Mr. 
Beck  the  committee  on  its  part. 

The  Vice-President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  twelfth  annual  report 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency. 

Ordered^  That  it  lie  on  the  table  and  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ingalls  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  be  directed  to  inquire 
into  the  recent  disturbances  in  the  Indian  Territory,  and  to  report  to 
the  Senate  what  measures  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life,  lib- 
erty, and  property,  and  the  preservation  of  law  and  order  in  that 
region,  and  whether  the  best  interests  of  civilization  do  not  demand  the 
immediate  establishment  of  courts  of  the  United  States  in  said  Terri- 
tory as  provided  by  the  treaties  of  1866. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Anthony, 

The  Senate  took  a  recess  until  half-past  1  o'clock  p.  m. 

After  which, 

Mr.  Coukling,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  await  upon  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  each 
House  has  assembled,  and  that  Congress  is  ready  to  receive  any  com- 
munication he  may  be  pleased  to  make,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  they  had  been  instructed 
by  the  President  to  say  that  he  would  immediately  make  a  communica- 
tion to  each  House  in  writing. 

Whereupon, 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  by  Mr.  Babcock,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives : 

Since  the  convening  of  Congress,  one  year  ago,  the  nation  has  under- 
gone a  prostration  in  business  and  industries  such  as  has  not  been  wit- 
nessed with  us  for  many  years.  Speculation  as  to  t\\^  causes  for  this 
prostration  might  be  indulged  in  without  profit,  because  as  many  theories 
would  be  advanced  as  there  would  be  independent  writers — those  who 
expressed  their  own  views,  without  borrowing — upon  the  subject.  With- 
out indulging  in  theories  as  to  the  cause  of  this  prostration,  therefore,  I 
will  call  your  attention  only  to  the  fact,  and  to  some  plain  questions  as 
to  which  it  would  seem  there  should  be  no  disagreement. 

During  this  prostration  two  esvsential  elements  of  prosperity  have 
been  most  abundant:  labor  and  capital.  Both  have  been  largely  unem- 
ployed. Where  security  has  been  undoubted,  capital  has  been  attaina- 
ble at  very  moderate  rates.  Where  labor  has  been  wanted,  it  has  been 
found  in  abundance,  at  cheap  rates  compared  with  what — of  necessa- 
ries and  comforts  of  life — could  be  purchased  with  the  wages  demanded. 
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Two  great  elements  of  prosperity,  therefore,  have  not  been  denied  us. 
A  third  might  be  added:  our  soil  and  climate  are  unequaled,  within 
the  limits  of  any  contiguous  territory  under  one  nationality,  for  its  va- 
riety of  products  to  feed  and  clothe  a  people,  and  in  the  amount  of  sur- 
plus to  spare  to  feed  less  favored  peoples.  Therefore,  with  these  facts  in 
view,  it  seems  to  me  that  wise  statesmanship,  at  this  session  of  Con- 
gress, would  dictate  legislation  ignoring  the  past;  directing  in  proper 
channels  these  great  elements  of  prosperity  to  any  people.  Debt,  debt 
abroad,  is  the  only  element  that  can — with  always  a  sound  currency — 
enter  into  our  affairs  to  cause  any  continued  depression  in  the  industries 
and  prosperity  of  our  people. 

A  great  conflict  for  national  existence  made  necessary,  for  temporary 
pmi)ose8,  the  raising  of  large  sums  of  money  from  whatever  source 
attainable.     It  made  it  necessary,  in  the  wisdom  (»f  Congress — and  I  do 
not  doubt  their  wisdom  in  the  premises,  regarding  the  necessity  of  the 
times — to  devise  a  system  of  national  currency,  which  it  proved  to  be 
impossible  to  keep  on  a  par  with  the  recognized  currency  of  the  civil- 
ized world.    This  begot  a  spirit  of  speculation  involving  an  extrava- 
gance and  luxury  not  required  for  the  happiness  or  prosperity  of  a 
people,  and  involving,  both  directly  and  indirectly,  foreign  indebted 
ness.    The  currency  being  of  fluctuating  value,  and  therefore  unsafe  to 
hold  tor  legitimate  transactions  requiring  money,  became  a  subject  of 
speculation  within  itself.    These  two  causes,  however,  have  involved 
ns  in  a  foreign  indebtedness,  contracted  in  good  faith  by  borrower  and 
lender,  which  should  be  paid  in  coin,  and  according  to  the  bond  agreed 
upon  when  the  debt  was  contracted — gold  or  its  equivalent.     The  good 
faith  of  the  Government  cannot  be  violated  toward  creditors  without 
national  disgrace.    But  our  commerce  should  be  encouraged ;  American 
shipbuilding  and  carrying  capacity  increased;  foreign  markets  sought 
for  products  of  the  soil  and  manufactories,  to  the  end  that  we  may  be 
able  to  pay  these  debts.    Where  a  new  market  can  be  created  for  the 
sale  of  our  products,  either  of  the  soil,  the  mine,  or  the  manufactory, 
a  new  means  is  discovered  of  utilizing  our  idle  capital  and  labor  to  the 
advantage  of  the  whole  people.    But,  in  my  judgment,  the  first  step 
toward  accomplishing  this  object  is  to  secure  a  currency  of  fixed,  sta- 
ble value ;  a  currency,  good  wherever  civilization  ;reigns ;  one  which, 
if  it  becomes  superabundant  with  one  people,  will  find  a  market  with 
some  other;  a  currency  which  has  as  its  basis  the  labor  necessary  to  pro- 
duce it,  which  will  give  to  it  its  value.    Gold  and  silver  are  now  the 
recognized  medium  of  exchange  the  civilized  world  over ;  and  to  this 
we  should  return  with  the  least  practicable  delay.    In  view  of  the 
pledges  of  the  American  Congress  when  our  present  legal-tender  sys- 
tem was  adopted,  and  debt  contracted,  there  shoulcj  be  no  delay — cer- 
tainly no  unnecessary  delay — in  fixing,  by  legislation,  a  method  by  which 
we    will  return  to  specie.    To  the  accomplishment  of  this  end  I  invite 
your  special  attention.    1  believe  firmly  that  there  can  be  no  prosperous 
and   permanent  revival  of  business  and  industries  until  a  policy  is 
adopted — with  legislation  to  carry  it  out — looking  to  a  returji   to  a 
specie   basis.    It   is  easy  to  conceive  that    the   debtor  and    specu- 
lative  classes   may  think   it  of   value   to    them   to  make    so-called 
money    abundant    until    they    can    throw    a    portion    of    their  bur- 
dens upon  others.    But  even  these,  I  believe,  would  be  disappointed  in 
the  result  if  a  course  should  be  pursued  which  will  keep  in  doubt  the 
value  of  the  legal-tender  medium  of  exchange.    A  revival  of  productive 
industry  is  needed  by  all  classes ;  by  none  more  than  the  holders  of 
property,  of  whatever  sort,  with  debts  to  liquidate  from  TeaWzaWouxxv^w

its  sale.  T5ut  admitting  tliat  these  two  classes  of  citizens  are  to  be  ben- 
efited by  expausiou,  would  it  be  bonestto  give  it !  Would  not  the  gen- 
eral loss  be  too  great  to  justify  such  relief  I  Would  it  not  be  just  as 
honest  and  prudent  to  authorize  each  debtor  to  issue  his  own  legal- 
tenders  to  the  extent  of  his  liabilities  !  Than  to  do  this  would  it  not  be 
safer — for  fear  of  over-issues  by  unscrupulous  creditors — to  say  that 
all  debt  obligations  are  obliterated  in  the  United  States,  and  now 
we  commence  anew,  each  possessing  all  he  has  at  the  time  free 
from  incumbrance!  These  propositions  are  too  absurd  to  be  en- 
tertained for  a  moment  by  thinking  or  honest  people.  Yet  every 
delay  in  preparation  for  final  resumption  partakes  of  this  dishonesty, 
and  IS  only  less  in  degree  as  the  hope  is  held  out  that  a  convenient 
season  will  at  last  arrive  for  the  good  work  of  redeeming  our 
pledges  to  commence.  It  will  never  come,  in  my  opinion,  except  by 
positive  action  by  Congress,  or  by  national  disasters  which  will  destroy, 
for  a  time  at  lea^^t,  the  credit  of  the  individual  and  the  state  at 
large.  A  sound  currency  might  be  reached  by  total  bankruptcy  and 
discredit  of  the  integrity  of  the  nation  and  of  individuals.  I  believe  it 
is  in  the  power  of  Congress  at  this  session  to  devise  such  legislation  as 
will  renew  confidence,  revive  all  the  industries,  start  us  on  a  career  of 
prosperity  to  last  for  many  years,  and  to  save  the  credit  of  the  nation 
and  of  the  people.  Steps  toward  the  return  to  a  specie  basis  are  the 
great  requisites  to  this  devoutly  to  be  sought  for  end.  There  are 
others  which  I  may  touch  upon  hereafter. 

A  nation  dealing  in  a  currency  below  that  of  specie  in  value  labors 
under  two  great  disadvantages :  First,  having  no  use  for  the  world's  ac- 
knowledged medium  of  exchange,  gold  and  silver,  these  are  driven 
out  of  the  country  because  there  is  no  need  for  their  use ;  second,  the 
medium  of  exchange  in  use  being  of  a  fluctuating  value — for,  after  all, 
it  is  only  worth  just  what  it  will  purchase  of  gold  and  silver ;  metals 
having  an  intrinsic  value  just  in  proportion  to  the  honest  labor  it  takes 
to  produce  them — a  larger  margin  must  be  allowed  for  profit  by  the 
manufacturer  and  producer.  It  is  months  Irom  the  date  of  produc- 
tion to  the  date  of  realization.  Interest  upon  capital  must  be  charged, 
and  risk  of  fluctuation  in  the  value  of  that  which  is  to  be  received 
in  payment  added.  Hence,  high  prices,  acting  as  a  protection  to  the 
foreign  producer,  who  receives  nothing  in  exchange  for  the  products 
of  his  skill  and  labor,  except  a  currency  good,  at  a  stable  value  the 
world  over.  It  seems  to  me  that  nothing  is  clearer  than  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  burden  of  existing  prostration,  for  the  want  of  a 
sound  financial  system,  falls  upon  the  workingman,  who  must  after  all 
produce  the  wealth,  and  the  salaried  man,  who  superintends  and  con- 
ducts business.  The  burden  falls  upon  them  in  two  ways,  by  the  depriva- 
tion of  employment  and  by  the  decreased  purchasing-power  of  their  sala- 
ries. It  is  the  duty  of  Congress  to  devise  the  method  of  correcting  the 
evils  which  are  acknowledged  to  exist,  and  not  mine.  But  I  will  venture 
to  suggest  two  or  three  things  which  seem  to  me  as  absolutely  necessary 
to  a  return  to  specie  payments,  the  first  great  requisite  in  a  return  to 
prosperity.  The  legal-tender  clause  to  the  law  authorizing  the  issue  of 
■currency  by  the  National  Government  should  be  repealed,  to  take  effect 
as  to  all  contrsicts  entered  into  after  a  day  fixed  in  the  repealing  act; 
not  to  apply,  however,  to  payments  of  salaries  by  Government,  or  for 
other  expenditures  now  provided  by  law  to  be  paid  in  currency  in  the 
interval  pending  between  repeal  and  final  resumption.  Provision  should 
be  made  by  which  the  Se<*retary  of  the  Treasury  can  obtain  gold  as  it 
may  become  necessary  trom  time  to  time  from  the  date  when  specie 
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redemption  commences.  To  this  might  and  shoald  be  added  a  revenue 
sufficiently  in  excess  of  expenses  to  insure  an  accumulation  of  gold  in  the 
Treasury  to  sustain  i>ermanent  redemption. 

I  commend  this  subject  to  your  careful  consideration,  believing  that 
a  favorable  solution  is  attainable,  and  if  reached  by  this  Congress  that 
the  present  and  future  generations  will  ever  gratefully  remember  it  as 
their  deliverer  from  a  thraldom  of  evil  and  disgrace. 

With  resumption,  free  banking  may  be  authorized  with  safety,  giving 
the  same  full  protection  to  bill-holders  which  they  have  under  existing 
laws.  Indeed,  I  would  regard  free  banking  as  essential.  It  would  give 
proper  elasticity  to  the  currency.  As  more  currency  should  be  required 
for  the  transaction  of  legitimate  business,  new  banks  would  be  started, 
and,  in  turn,  banks  would  wind  up  their  business  when  it  was  found 
that  there  was  a  superabundance  of  currency.  The  experience  and 
jodgment  of  the  people  can  best  decide  just  how  much  currency  is 
r^uired  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  country.  It  is  unsafe 
to  leave  the  settlement  of  this  quesMon  to  Congress,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  or  the  Executive.  Congress  should  make  the  regulation 
under  which  banks  may  exist,  but  should  not  make  banking  a  monopoly 
by  limiting  the  amount  of  redeemable  paper  currency  that  shall  be 
authorized.  Such  importance  do  I  attach  to  this  subject,  and  so  ear- 
nestly do  I  commend  it  to  your  attention,  that  I  give  it  prominence  by 
introducing  it  at  the  beginning  of  this  message. 

Daring  the  past  year  nothing  has  occurred  to  disturb  the  general 
friendly  and  cordial  relations  of  the  United  States  with  other  powers. 

The  correspondence  submitted  herewith  between  this  Government 
and  its  diplomatic*  representatives,  as  also  with  the  representatives  of 
other  countries,  shows  a  satisfactory  condition  of  all  questions  between 
the  United  States  and  the  most  of  those  countries,  and  with  few  excep- 
tions, to  which  reference  is  hereafter  made,  the  absence  of  any  points 
of  diflference  to  be  adjusted. 

The  notice  directed  by  the  resolution  of  Congress  of  June  17, 1874,  to 
be  given  to  terminate  the  convention  of  July  17, 1858,  between  the 
United  States  and  Belgium  has  been  given,  and  the  treaty  will  accord- 
ingly terminate  on  the  Ist  day  of  July,  1875.  This  convention  secured 
to  certain  Belgian  vessels  entering  the  ports  of  the  United  States  excep- 
tional privileges  which  are  not  accorded  to  our  own  vessels.  Other  feat- 
ures of  the  convention  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  have  tended  to 
the  cultivation  of  mutually  beneficial  commercial  intercourse  and  friend- 
ly relations  between  the  two  countries.  I  hope  that  negotiations  which 
have  been  invited  will  result  in  the  celebration  of  another  treaty  which 
may  tend  to  the  interests  of  both  countries. 

Our  relations  with  China  continue  to  be  friendly.  During  the  past 
year  the  fear  of  hostilities  between  China  and  Japan,  growing  out  of  the 
landing  of  an  armed  force  upon  the  island  of  Formosa  by  the  latter,  has 
occasioned  uneasiness.  It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however,  that  the  diffi- 
culties arising  from  this  cause  will  be  adjusted,  and  that  the  advance  of 
civilization  in  these  empires  may  not  be  retarded  by  a  state  of  war.  In 
consequence  of  the  part  taken  by  certain  citizens  of  the  United  States 
in  this  expedition,  our  representatives  in  those  countries  have  been  in- 
structed to  impress  upon  the  governments  of  China  and  Japan  the  firm 
intention  of  this  country  to  maintain  strict  neutrality  in  the  event  of 
hostilities,  and  to  carefully  prevent  any  infraction  of  law  on  the  part  of 
our  citizens. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  a 
generally  conceded  fact — that  the  great  proiK)rtion  of  the  Chinese  immi- 
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grants  who  come  to  our  shores  do  not  come  voluntarily  to  make  thei- 
homes  with  us  and  their  labor  pnnluctiv^e  of  general  prosperity,  but 
come  under  contracts  with  head-men  who  own  them  almost  absolutely. 
In  a  worse  form  does  this  apply  to  Chinese  women.  Hardly  a  percep- 
tible percentage  of  them  perform  any  honorable  labor,  but  they  are 
brought  for  shameful  purposes,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  communities  where 
settled  and  to  the  great  demoralization  of  the  youth  of  those  localities. 
If  this  evil  practice  can  be  legislated  against,  it  wiH  be  my  pleasure  as 
well  as  duty  to  enforce  any  regulation  to  secure  so  desirable  an  end. 

It  is  hoped  that  negotiations  between  the  government  of  Japan  and 
the  treaty  powers,  looking  to  the  further  opening  of  the  empire,  and 
to  the  removal  of  various  restrictions  upon  trade  and  travel,  may  soon 
produce  the  results  desired,  which  cannot  fail  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
all  the  parties.  Having  on  previous  occasions  submitted  to  the  consid- 
eration of  Congress  the  propriety  of  the  release  of  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment from  the  further  payment  of  the  indemnity  under  the  conven- 
tion of  October  22,  18G4,  and  as  no  action  had  been  taken  thereon,  it 
became  my  duty  to  regard  the  obligatious  of  the  convention  as  in  force; 
and  as  the  other  powers  interested  had  received  their  portion  of  the  in- 
demnity in  full,  the  minister  of  the  United  States  in  Japan  has,  in  be- 
half of  this  Government,  received  the  remainder  of  the  amount  due  to 
the  United  States  under  the  convention  of  Simonoseki.  I  submit  the 
propriety  of  applying  the  inco!ue  of  a  part  if  not  of  the  whole  of  this  fund 
to  the  education  in  the  Japanese  language  of  a  number  of  young  men 
to  be  under  obligations  to  serve  the  Government  for  a  specified  time  as 
interpreters  at  the  legation  and  the  consulates  in  Japan.  A  limited 
number  of  Japanese  youths  might  at  the  same  time  be  educated  in  our 
own  vernacular,  and  mutual  benefits  would  result  to  both  governments. 
The  importance  of  having  our  own  citizens,  competent  and  familiar  with 
the  language  of  Japan,  to  act  as  interpreters  and  in  other  capacities 
connected  with  the  legation  and  the  consulates  in  that  country,  cannot 
readily  be  overestimated. 

The  amount  awarded  to  the  government  of  Great  Britain  by  the 
mixed  commission  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
ington in  settlement  of  the  claims  of  British  subjects  arising  from  acts 
committed  between  April  13,  1861,  and  April  9,  1865,  became  payable, 
under  the  terras  of  the  treaty,  within  the  past  year,  and  was  paid  upon 
the  21st  day  of  September,  1874.  In  this  connection,  I  renew  my  rec- 
ommendation, made  at  the  opening  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  that 
a  special  court  be  created  to  hear  and  determine  all  claims  of  aliens 
against  the  United  States  arising  from  acts  committed  against  their 
persons  or  property  during  the  insurrection.  It  appears  equitable  that 
opportunity  should  be  offered  to  citizens  of  other  states  to  present  their 
claims,  as  well  as  to  those  British  subjects  whose  claims  were  not  admis- 
sible under  the  late  commission,  to  the  early  decision  of  some  compe- 
tent tribunal.  To  this  end,  1  recommend  the  necessary  legislation  to 
organize  a  court  to  dispose  of  all  claims  of  aliens  of  the  nature  referred 
to,  in  an  equitable  and  satisfactory  manner,  and  to  relieve  Congress  and 
the  Departments  from  the  consideration  of  these  questions. 

The  legislation  necessary  to  extend  to  the  colony  of  Newfoundland 
certain  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Washington  of  the  8th  day  of  May, 
1871,  having  been  had,  a  protocol  to  that  effect  was  signed  in  behalf  of 
the  United  States  and  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  28th  day  of  May  last, 
and  was  duly  proclaimed  on  the  following  day.  A  copy  ot  the  proclama- 
tion is  submitted  herewith. 

A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  commissioner  appointed  under  the  act  of 
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March  19,  1872,  for  Hurveying  and  marking  the  boundary  between  the 
Unitt^d  States  and  the  Britivsh  possessions,  from  the  Lake  of  the  Woods 
to  tJie  sumnnt  of  the  Kocky  Mountains,  is  herewith  transmitted.  I  am 
happy  to  announce  that  the  field-work  of  the  commission  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  entire  line,  from  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods  to  the  summit  of  the  liocky  Mountains,  has  been  run  and  marked 
upon  the  surface  of  the  earth.  It  is  believed  that  the  amount  remaining 
unexpended  of  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress 
will  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  office- work.  I  recommend  that  the  au- 
thority of  Congress  be  given  to  the  use  of  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  appropriation  in  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the  commission  in 
making  its  report  and  preparing  the  necessary  maps. 

The  court  known  as  the  Court  of  Commissioners  of  Alabama  Claims, 
created  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  last  session,  has  organized  and 
commenced  its  work,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  claims  admissible 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  may  be  speedily  ascertained  and  paid. 

It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  exercise  the  discretion  conferred 
upon  the  Executive  at  the  last  session,  by  accepting  the  conditions  re- 
quired by  the  government  of  Turkey  for  the  privilege  of  allowing  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  to  hold  real  estate  in  the  former  country,  and 
by  assenting  to  a  certain  change  in  the  jurisdiction  of  courts  in  the  lat- 
ter. A  copy  of  the  proclamation  upon  these  subjects  is  herewith  com- 
mnnicated. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  our  relations  with  the  independ- 
ent states  of  this  hemisphere  which  were  formerly  under  the  dominion 
of  Spain.  Marauding  on  the  frontiers,  between  Mexico  and  Texas,  still 
frequently  takes  place  despite  the  vigilance  of  the  civil  and  military 
authorities  in  that  quarter.  The  difficulty  of  checking  such  trespasses 
along  the  course  of  a  river  of  such  length  as  the  Eio  Grande,  and  so 
often  fordable,  is  obvious.  It  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  this  Govern- 
ment will  be  seconded  by  those  of  Mexico  to  the  effectual  suppression 
of  these  acts  of  wrong. 

From  a  rei)ort  upon  the  condition  of  the  business  before  the  American 
and  Mexican  Joint  Claims  Commission,  made  by  the  agent  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  and  dated  Oc'tober  28,  1874,  it  appears  that  of  the 
1,017  claims  filed  on  the  part  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  483  had 
been  finally  decide^?  and  75  were  in  the  hands  of  the  umpire,  leaving 
462  to  be  disposed  of;  and  of  the  998  claims  filed  against  the  United 
States,  726  had  been  finally  decided ;  one  was  before  the  umpire,  and 
271  remained  to  be  disposed  of.  Sine>e  the  date  of  such  report  other 
claims  have  been  disposed  of,  reducing  somewhat  the  number  still  pend- 
ing; and  others  have  been  passed  upon  by  the  arbitrators.  It  has  be- 
come a[>parent,  in  view  of  these  figures,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  work 
devolving  on  the  umpire  is  particularly  laborious,  that  the  commission 
^ill  be  unable  to  dispose  of  the  entire  number  of  claims  pending  prior 
to  the  Ist  day  of  February,  1875 — the  date  fixed  for  its  expiration. 
Negotiations  are  i>ending  looking  to  the  securing  of  the  results  of  the 
decisions  which  have  been  reached,  and  to  a  further  extension  of  the 
commission  for  a  limited  time,  which  it  is  confidently  hoped  will  suffice 
to  bring  all  the  business  now  before  it  to  a  final  close. 

The  strife  in  the  Argentine  Kepublic  is  to  be  deplored,  both  on  ac- 
count of  the  parties  thereto  and  from  the  probable  effects  on  the  inter- 
ests of  those  engaged  in  the  trade  to  that  quarter,  of  whom  the  United 
States  are  among  the  principal.  As  yet,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  has 
been  no  violation  of  our  neutrality  rights,  which,  as  well  as  our  duties  in 
that  respect,  it  shall  be  my  endeavor  to  maintain  and  observe. 
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It  is  with  regret  I  announce  that  no  further  payment  has  been  received 
from  the  government  of  Venezuela  on  account  of  awards  in  favor  of  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States.  Hopes  have  been  entertained  that  if  that 
republic  could  escape  both  foreign  and  civil  war  for  a  few  years  its  great 
natural  resources  would  enable  it  to  honor  its  obligations.  Though  it  is 
now  understood  to  be  at  peace  with  other  countries,  a  serious  insurrec- 
tion is  reported  to  be  in  progress  in  an  important  region  of  that  repub- 
lic. This  may  be  taken  advantage  of  as  another  reason  to  delay  the 
payment  of  the  dues  of  our  citizens. 

The  deplorable  strife  in  Cuba  continues  without  any  marked  change 
in  the  relative  advantages  of  the  contending  forces.  The  insurrection 
continues,  but  Spain  has  gained  no  superiority.  Six  years  of  strife  give 
to  the  insurrection  a  significance  which  cannot  be  denied.  Its  duration 
and  the  tenacity  of  its  adherence,  together  with  the  absence  of  mani- 
fested power  of  suppression  on  the  part  of  Spain,  cannot  be  controverted, 
and  may  (kiake  some  positive  steps  on  the  part  of  other  powers  a  matter 
of  self-necessity.  I  had  confidently  hoped,  at  this  time,  to  be  able  to 
announce  the  arrangement  of  some  of  the  important  questions  between 
this  Government  and  that  of  Spain,  but  the  negotiations  have  been  pro- 
tracted. The  unhappy  intestine  dissensions  of  Spain  command  our  pro- 
found sympathy,  and  must  be  accepted  as  perhaps  a  cause  of  some  de- 
lay. An  early  settlement,  in  part  at  least,  of  the  questions  between  the 
governments  is  hoped.  In  the  mean  time,  awaiting  the  results  of  imme- 
diately pending  negotiations,  I  defer  a  further  and  fuller  communication 
on  the  subject  of  the  relations  of  this  cooatry  and  Spain. 

I  have  again  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  unsatisfac- 
tory condition  of  the  existing  laws  with  reference  to  expatriation  and 
the  election  of  nationality.  Formerly,  amid  conflicting  opinions  and 
decisions  it  was  difficult  to  exactly  determine  how  far  the  doctrine  of 
perpetual  allegiance  was  applicable  to  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
Congress  by  the  act  of  the  27th  of  July,  1868,  asserted  the  abstract  right 
of  expatriation  as  a  fundamental  principle  of  this  Government.  Not- 
withstanding such  assertion,  and  the  necessity  of  frequent  application 
of  the  principle,  no  legislation  has  been  had  defining  what  acts  or 
formalities  shall  work  expatriation,  or  when  a  citizen  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  renounced  or  to  have  lost  his  citizenship.  The  importance  of 
such  definition  is  obvious.  The  representatives  of  ttie  United  States  in 
foreign  countries  are  continually  called  upon  to  lend  their  aid  and  th« 
protection  of  the  United  States  to  persons  concerning  the  good  faith  or 
the  reality  of  whose  citizenship  there  is  at  least  great  question.  In  some 
cases  the  provisions  of  the  treaties  furnish  some  guide ;  in  others,  it 
seems  left  to  the  person  claiming  the  benefits  of  citizenship,  while  living 
in  a  foreign  country,  contributing  in  no  manner  to  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  without  intention  at 
any  time  to  return  and  undertake  those  duties,  to  use  the  claims  to  citi- 
zenship of  the  United  States  simply  as  a  shield  from  the  performance 
of  the  obligations  of  a  citizen  elsewhere. 

The  status  of  children  born  of  American  parents  residing  in  a  foreign 
country,  of  American  women  who  have  married  aliens,  ot  American 
citizens  residing  abroad  where  such  question  is  not  regulated  by  treaty, 
are  all  sources  of  frequent  difficulty  and  discussion.  Legislation  on 
these  and  similar  questions,  and  particularly  defining  when  and  under 
what  circumstances  expatriation  can  be  accomplished  or  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed, is  especially  needed.  In  this  connection  I  earnestly  call 
the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  difficulties  arising  from  fraudulent 
naturalization.      The    United    States    wisely,    freely,    and    liberally 
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offers  its  citizenship  to  all  who  may  come  in  good  faith  to  reside 
within  its  limits  on  their  complying  with  certain  prescribed  reason- 
able and  simple  formalities  and  conditions.  Among  the  highest 
duties  of  the  Government  is  that  to  afford  firm,  sufficient,  and  equal  pro- 
tection to  all  its  citizens,  whether  native-born  or  naturalized.  Care 
should  be  taken  that  a  right,  carrying  with  it  such  support  from  the 
Government,  should  not  be  fraudulently  obtained,  and  should  be  be- 
stowed only  upon  full  proof  of  a  compliance  with  the  law ;  and  yet 
frequent  instances  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Grovernment  of 
illegal  and  fraudulent  naturalization,  and  of  the  unauthorized  use  of 
certificates  thus  improperly  obtained.  In  some  cases  the  fraudulent 
character  of  the  naturalization  has  appeared  upon  the  face  of  the  certifi- 
cate itself;  in  others  examination  discloses  that  the  holder  had  not 
complied  with  the  law;  and  in  others  certificates  have  been  obtained 
where  the  persons  holding  them  not  only  w^ere  not  entitled  to  be  natural- 
ized, but  had  not  even  been  within  the  United  States  at  the  time  of  the 
pretended  naturalization.  Instances  of  each  of  these  classes  of  fraud 
are  discoverexl  at  our  legations,  where  the  certificates  of  naturalization 
are  pi*eseiited,  either  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  passports,  or  in  de- 
manding the  protection  of  the  legation.  When  the  fraud  is  apparent  on 
the  face  of  such  certificates,  they  are  taken  up  by  the  representatives  of 
the  Government  and  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  State.  But  even 
then  the  record  of  the  court  in  which  the  fraudulent  naturalization 
occurred  remains,  and  duplicate  certificates  are  readily  obtainable. 
Upon  the  presentation  of  these  for  the  issue  of  pa8si>orts,  or  in  de- 
manding protection  of  the  Government,  the  fraud  sometimes  escapes 
notice,  and  such  certificates  are  not  infrequently  used  in  transactions  of 
business  to  the  deception  and  injury  of  innocent  parties.  Without 
placing  any  additional  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  obtainmeut  of  citizen- 
ship by  the  worthy  and  well-intentioned  foreigner  who  comes  in  good 
faith  to  cast  his  lot  with  ours,  I  earnestly  recommend  further  legislation 
to  puuish  fraudulent  naturalization  and  to  secure  the  ready  cancellation 
of  the  record  of  every  naturalization  made  in  fraud. 

Since  my  last  annual  message  the  exchange  has  been  made  of  the^ 
ratification  of  treaties  of  extrs^dition  with  Belgium,  Ecuador,  Peru,  and 
Salvador;  also  of  a  treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation  with  Peru,  and 
one  of  commerce  and  consular  privileges  with  Salvador;  all  of  which 
have  been  duly  proclaimed,  as  has  also  a  declaration  with  Kussia  with 
reference  to  trade-marks. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  which,  by  law,  is  made 
directly  to  Congress,  and  forms  no  part  oi'  this  message,  will  show  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  last  fiscal  year; 
the  amount  received  from  each  source  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  paid 
oat  for  each  of  the  departments  of  Government.  It  will  ^  observed 
from  this  report  that  the  amount  of  receipts  over  expenditures  has  been 
but  $3,344,882.30  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1874,  and  that  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  the  estimated  receipts  over  expenditures  will  not 
much  exceed  nine  millions  of  dollars.  In  view  of  the  large  national  debt 
existing,  and  the  obligation  to  add  one  per  cent,  per  annum  to  the 
sinking-fund,  a  sum  amounting  now  to  over  $34,000,000  i)er  annum,  I 
submit  whether  revenues  should  not  be  increased  or  expenditures 
diminished  to  reach  this  amount  of  surplus.  Not  to  provide  for  the^ 
Binking-fund  is  a  partial  failure  to  comply  with  the  contracts  and  obli- 
gations of  the  Government.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  very  con- 
siderable reduction  was  made  in  rates  of  taxation,  and  in  the  number  of 
articles  submitted  to  taxation ;  the  question  may  well  be  asked  whether 
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or  not,  in  some  instances,  unwisely.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  too, 
I  venture  the  opinion  that  the  means  of  collecting  the  revenue,  espe- 
cially from  imports,  have  been  so  embarrassed  by  legislation  a«  to  make 
it  questionable  whether  or  not  Large  amounts  are  not  lost  by  failure  to 
collect,  to  the  direct  loss  of  the  Treasury  and  to  the  prejudice  of  the  in- 
terests of  honest  importers  and  taxpayers. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  his  report  favors  legislation  looking 
to  an  early  return  to  specie  payments,  thus  supporting  views  previously 
expressed  in  this  message.  He  also  recommends  economy  in  appropri- 
ations; calls  attention  to  the  loss  of  revenue  from  repealing  the  tax  on 
tea  and  coffee,  without  benefit  to  the  consumer;  recommends  an  increase 
of  ten  cents  a  gallon  on  whisky,  and,  further,  that  no  modification  be 
made  in  the  banking  and  currency  bill  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, unless  modification  should  become  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
adoption  of  measures  for  returning  to  specie  payments.  In  these  recom- 
mendations I  cordially  join. 

I  would  suggest  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  readjusting  the  tariff 
so  as  to  increase  the  revenue,  and,  at  the  same  time,  decrease  the  number 
of  articles  upon  which  duties  are  levied.  Those  articles  which  enter  into 
our  manufactures,  and  are  not  produced  at  home,  it  seems  to  me  should 
be  entered  free.  Those  articles  of  manufacture  which  we  produce  a  con- 
stituent part  of,  but  do  not  pro<luce  the  whole,  that  part  which  we  do  not 
produce  should  enter  free  also.  I  will  instance  fine  wool,  dyes,  &c.  These 
articles  must  be  imported  to  form  a  part  of  the  manufacture  of  the  higher 
grades  of  woolen  goods.  Chemicals  used  as  dyes,  compounded  in  medicines, 
and  used  in  various  ways  in  manufactures,  come  under  this  class.  The 
introduction,  free  of  duty,  of  such  wools  as  we  do  not  produce  would 
stimulate  the  manufacture  of  goods  requiring  the  use  of  those  we  do 
produce,  and,  therefore,  would  be  a  benefit  to  home  production.  There 
are  many  articles  entering  into  "  home  manufactures"  which  we  do  not 
produce  ourselves,  the  tariff  upon  which  increases  the  cost  of  producing 
the  manufactured  article.  All  corrections  in  this  regard  are  in  the 
direction  of  bringing  labor  and  capital  in  harmony  with  each  other,  and 
of  supplying  one  of  the  elements  of  prosperity  so  much  needed. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  herewith  attached,  and  forming 
a  part  of  this  message,  gives  all  the  information  concerning  the  ope- 
rations, wants,  and  necessities  of  the  Army,  and  contains  many  sugges- 
tions and  recommeudations  which  I  commend  to  your  special  attention. 

There  is  no  class  of  Government  employes  who  are  harder  worked 
than  the  Army— officers  and  men  ;  none  who  perform  their  tasks  more 
cheerfully  and  efficiently,- and  under  circumstances  of  greater  privations 
and  hardships. 

Legislation  is  desirable  to  render  more  efficient  this  branch  of  the 
public  serviie.  All  the  recommendations  of  the  Secretary  of  War  1  re- 
gard as  judicious,  and  I  especially  commend  to  your  attention  the  fol- 
lowing :  The  consolidation  of  Government  arsenals ;  the  restoration  of 
mileage  to  officers  traveling  under  orders ;  the  exemption  of  money  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  subsistence  stores  from  being  covered  into  the 
Treasury;  the  use  of  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  subsistence 
stores  without  waiting  for  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
appropriation  is  made ;  for  additional  appropriations  for  the  collection 
of  torpedo  material ;  for  increased  appropriations  for  the  manufacture  of 
arms;  for  relieving  the  various  States  from  indebtedness  for  arms 
charged  to  them  during  the  rebellion;  for  dropping  officers  from  the 
rolls  of  the  Army  without  trial  for  the  ofi:ense  of  drawing  pay  more  than 
once  for  the  same  period ;  for  the  discouragement  of  the  plan  to  pay 
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soldiers  by  checks;  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  professorship  ot 
rhetoric  and  English  literature  at  West  Point.  The  reasons  for  these 
recommendations  are  obvious,  and  are  set  forth  ^flBciently  in  the  reports 
attached.  I  also  recommend  that  the  status  of  the  staff  corps  of  the 
Army  be  fixed — where  this  has  not  already  been  done — so  that  promo- 
tions may  be  made  and  vacancies  filled  as  they  occur  in  each  grade 
when  reduced  below  the  number  to  be  fixed  by  law.  The  necessity  for 
«och  legislation  is  specially  felt  now  in  the  Pay  Department.  The  num- 
ber of  officers  in  that  department  is  below  the  number  adequate  to  the 
performance  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law. 

The  eflSciency  of  the  Navy  has  been  largely  increased  during  the  last 
year.  Under  the  impulse  of  the  foreign  complications  which  threatened 
us  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  most  of  our 
efficient  wooden  ships  were  put  in  condition  for  immediate  service,  and 
the  repairs  of  our  iron  clad  fleet  were  pushed  with  the  utmost  vigor. 
The  result  is  that  most  of  these  are  now  in  an  effective  state,  and  need 
only  to  be  manned  and  put  in  commission  to  go  at  once  into  service. 

Some  of  the  new  sloops  authorized  by  Congress  are  already  in  com- 
mission, and  most  of  the  remainder  are  lauoched  afid  wait  only  the  com- 
pletion of  their  machinery  to  enable  them  to  take  their  places  as  part 
of  onr  effective  force. 

Two  iron  torpedo-ships  have  been  completed  during  the  last  year,  and 
four  of  our  large  double-turreted  ironclads  are  now  undergoing  repairs. 
When  these  are  finished,  everything  that  is  useful  of  our  Navy,  as  now 
anthorized,  will  be  in  condition  for  service,  and  with  the  advance  in  the 
science  of  torpedo  warfare,  the  American  Navy,  comparatively  small  as 
it  is,  will  be  found  at  any  time  powerful  for  the  purposes  of  a  peaceful 
nation. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  in  aid  of  science  and 
to  increase  the  sum  of  general  knowledge  and  further  the  interests  of 
commerce  and  civilization.  Extensive  and  much-needed  soundings  have 
been  made  for  hydrographic  purposes  and  to  fix  the  proper  routes  of 
ocean  telegraphs.  Further  surveys  of  the  great  Isthmus  have  been' 
QDdertaken  and  completed,  and  two  vessels  of  the  Navy  are  now  em- 
ployed, in  conjunction  with  those  of  England,  France,  Germany,  and 
Russia,  in  observations  connected  with  the  transit  of  Venus,  so  useful 
and  interesting  to  the  scientific  world. 

The  estimates  for  this  branch  of  the  public  service  do  not  differ  ma- 
terially from  those  of  last  year,  those  for  the  general  support  of  the 
service  being  somewhat  less,  and  those  for  permanent  improvements  at  the 
various  stations  rather  larger  than  the  corresponding  estimate  madeayear 
ago.  The  regular  maintenance  and  a  steady  increase  in  the  efli«iency 
of  this  most  important  arm  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  our  maritime 
intercourse  and  interests,  is  recommended  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  use  of  the  Navy  in  time  of  peace  might  be  further  utilized  by  a 
direct  authorization  of  the  employment  of  naval  vessels  in  explorations 
and  surveys  of  the  supposed  navigable  waters  of  other  nationalities  on 
this  continent ;  specially  the  tributaries  of  the  two  great  rivers  of  South 
America,  the  Oronoco  and  the  Amazon.  Nothing  prevents,  under  ex- 
isting laws,  such  exploration,  except  that  expenditures  must  be  made 
in  such  expeditions  beyond  those  usually  provided  for  in  the  appropri- 
ations. The  field  designated  is  unquestionably  one  of  interest  and  one 
capable  of  large  development  of  commercial  interests  advantageous  to 
the  peoples  reached,  and  to  those  who  may  establish  relations  with 
them. 

Edocation  of  the  people  entitled  to  exercise  the  right  of  fraucUv^e  L 
2  S 
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regard  essential  to  general  prosperity  everywhere,  and  especially  so  iu 
republics,  wbere  birth,  education,  or  previous  condition  does  not  enter 
into  account  in  giving  suffrage.  Next  to  the  public  school,  the  post- 
ofiQce  is  the  great  agent  of  education  over  our  vast  territory  ;  the  rapid- 
ity with  which  new  sections  are  being  settled,  thus  increasing  the  car- 
rying of  mails  in  a  more  rapid  ratio  than  the  increase  of  receipts,  is  not 
alarming.  The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General,  herewith  attached, 
shows  that  there  was  an  increase  of  revenue  in  his  Department  in  1873 
over  the  previous  year  of  $1,674,411,  and  an  increase  of  cost  of  carrying 
the  mails  and  pa  ing  employes  of  $3,041,468.91.  The  re  port  of  the  Post- 
master-General gives  interesting  statistics  of  his  Department,  and  com- 
pares them  with  the  corresponding  statistics  of  a  year  ago,  showing  a 
growth  in  every  branch  of  the  Department. 

A  postal  convention  has  been  concluded  with  New  South  Wales,  an 
exchange  of  postal  cards  established  with  Switzerland,  and  the  negotia- 
tions pending  for  several  years  past  with  France  have  been  terminated 
in  a  convention  with  that  country,  which  went  into  effect  last  August. 

An  international  postal  congress  was  convened  in  Berne,  Switzerland, 
in  September  last,  ^  which^the  United  States  was  represented  by  an 
officer  of  the  Post-Oflfice  Department  of  much  experience  and  of  qualifi- 
cation for  the  position.  A  convention  for  the  establishment  of  an  inter- 
national postal  union  was  agreed  upon  and  signed  by  the  delegates  of 
the  countries  represented,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  proper  author- 
ities of  those  countries. 

I  respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Postmaster- 
General,  and  to  his  suggestions  in  regard  to  an  equitable,  adjustment  of 
the  question  of  compensation  to  milroads  for  carrying  the  mails. 

Your  attention  will  be  drawn  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  affairs  in 
some  of  the  Southern  States. 

On  the  14th  of  September  last,  the  governor  of  Louisiana  called  upon 
me,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  to 
aid  in  suppressing  domestic  violence  in  that  State.  This  call  was  made 
.  in  view  of  a  proclamation  issued  on  that  day  by  D.  B.  Penn,  claiming 
that  he  was  elected  lieutenan^governor  in  1872,  and  calling  upon  the 
militia  of  the  State  to  arm,  assemble,  and  drive  from  power  the  usurpers, 
as  he  designated  the  officers  of  the  State  government.  On  the  next  day 
I  issued  my  proclamation  commanding  the  insurgents  to  disperse  within 
five  days  from  the  date  thereof,  and  subsequently  learned  that  on  that 
day  they  had  taken  forcible  possession  of  the  State-house.  Steps  were 
taken  by  me  to  support  the  existing  and  recognized  State  government ; 
but  before  the  expiration  of  the  five  days  the  insurrectionary  move- 
ment was  practically  abandoned,  and  the  officers  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, with  some  minor  exceptions,  resumed  their  powers  and  duties. 
Considering  that  the  present  State  administration  of  Louisiana  has 
been  the  only  government  in  that  State  for  nearly  two  years ;  that  it 
has  been  tacitly  acknowledged  and  acquiesced  in  as  such  by  Congress, 
and  more  than  once  expressly  recognized  by  me,  I  regarded  it  as  my 
clear  duty,  when  legally  called  upon  for  that  purpose,  to  prevent  its 
overthrow  by  an  armed  mob  under  pretense  of  fraud  and  irregularity 
in  the  election  of  1872.  I  have  heretofore  called  the  attention  of 
Congress  to  this  subject,  stating  that,  on  account  of  the  frauds  and 
forgeries  committed  at  said  election,  and  because  it  appears  that  the 
returns  thereof  were  never  legally  canvassed,  it  was  impossible  to  tell 
thereby  who  were  chosen ;  but,  from  the  best  sources  of  information  at 
my  command,  I  have  always  believed  that  the  present  Stat^  officers 
received  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  actually  cast  at  that  election.    I 
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lepeat  what  I  said  in  my  special  message  of  February  2  5, 1873,  that  iu 
the  event  of  no  action  by  Congress  I  must  continue  to  recognize  the 
government  heretofore  recognized  by  me. 

I  regret  to  say  that,  with  preparations  for  the  late  election,  decided 
indications  appeared  in  some  localities  iu  the  Southern  States  of  a  de- 
termination, by  acts  of  violence  and  intimidation,  to  deprive  citizens  of 
the  freedom  of  the  ballot,  because  of  their  political  opinions.  Bands 
of  men,  masked  and  armed,  made  their  appearance ;  White  Leagues 
and  other  societies  were  formed;  large  quantities  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion were  imported  and  distributed  to  these  organizations ;  military 
drills,  with  menacing  demonstrations,  were  held ;  and,  with  all  these, 
murders  enough  wei*e  committed  to  spread  terror  among  those  whoso 
political  action  was  to  be  suppressed,  if  possible,  by  these  intolerant  and 
criminal  proceedings.  In  some  places  colored  laborers  were  compelled 
to  vote  according  to  the  wishes  of  their  employers,  under  threats  of 
discharge  if  they  acted  otherwise;  and  there  are  too  many  instances  in 
which,  when  these  threats  were  disregarded,  they  were  remorselessly 
executed  by  those  who  made  them.  I  understand  that  the  fifteenth 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  mad^  to  prevent  this  and  a  like 
state  of  things,  and  the  act  of  May  31,  1870,  with  amendments,  was 
passed  to  enforce  its  provisions,  the  object  of  both  being  to  guarantee  to 
all  citizens  the  right  to  vote  and  to  protect  them  in  the  free  enjoyment 
of  that  right.  Enjoined  by  the  Constitution  **  to  take  care  that  the  laws 
be  faithfully  executed,''  and  convinced  by  undoubted  evidence  that  and 
lations  of  said  act  had  been  committed,  and  that  a  wide-spread  vio- 
flagrant  disregard  of  it  was  contemplated,  the  proper  officers  were 
instructed  to  prosecute  the  offenders,  and  troops  were  stationed  at  con- 
venient points  to  aid  these  officers,  if  necessary,  in  the  performance  of 
their  official  duties.  Complaints  are  made  of  this  interference  by  Federal 
authority;  but  if  said  amendment  and  act  do  not  provide  for  such  inter- 
ference under  the  circumstances  as  above  stated,  then  they  are  without 
meaning,  force,  or  effect,  and  the  whole  scheme  of  colored  enfranchise- 
ment is  worse  than  mockery,  and  little  better  than  a  crime.  Possibly 
Congress  may  find  it  due  to  truth  and  justice  to  ascertain,  by  means  of 
a  committee,  whether  the  alleged  wrongs  to  colored  citizens  for  political 
purposes  are  real,  or  the  reports  thereof  were  manufactured  for  the  occa- 
sion. 

The  whole  number  of  troops  in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  at  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion, was  four  thousand  and  eighty-two.  This  embraces  the  garrisons 
of  all  the  forts  from  the  Delaware  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Another  trouble  has  arisen  in  Arkansas.  Article  13th  of  the  consti- 
tution of  that  State  (which  was  adopted  in  1868,  and  upon  the  approval 
of  which  by  Congress  the  State  was  restored  to  representation  as  one  of 
the  States  of  the  Union)  provides  in  effect  that,  before  any  amendments 
proposed  to  this  constitution  shall  become  a  part  thereof,  they  shall  be 
passed  by  two  successive  assemblies,  and  then  submitted  to  and  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  State  voting  thereon.  On  the  11th 
of  May,  1874,  the  governor  convened  an  extra  session  of  the  general 
assembly  of  the  State,  which,  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month,  passed  an 
act  providing  for  a  convention  to  frame  a  new  constitution.  Pursuant  to 
this  act,  and  at  an  election  held  on  the  30th  of  June,  1874,  the  convention 
was  approved,  and  delegates  were  chosen  thereto,  who  assembled  on  the 
14th  of  last  July  and  framed  a  new  constitution,  the  schedule  of  which 
provided  for  the  election  of  an  entire  new  set  of  State  officers  in  a  nian- 
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ner  contrary  to  the  then  existing  election  laws  of  the  State.  On  the 
13th  of  October,  1874,  this  constitution,  as  therein  provided,  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  and  according  to 
the  election-returns  was  approved  by  a  large  majority  of  those  qualified 
to  vote  thereon,  and  at  the  same  election  persons  were  chdsen  to  fill  all 
the  State,  county,  and  township  oflSces.  The  governor  elected  in  1872 
for  the  term  of  four  years  turned  over  his  oflBce  to  the  governor  chosen 
under  the  new  constitution ;  whereupon  the  lieutenant-governor,  also 
elected  in  1872  for  a  term  of  four  years,  claiming  to  act  as  governor,  and 
alleging  that  said  proceedings  by  which  the  new  constitution  was  made 
and  a  new  set  of  officers  elected  were  unconstitutional,  illegal,  and  void, 
called  upon  me,  as  provided  in  section  4,  article  4,  of  the  Constitution, 
to  protect  the  State  against  domestic  violence.  As  Congress  is  now 
investigating  the  political  affairs  of  Arkansas,  I  have  declined  to  inter- 
fere. 

The  whole  subject  of  Executive  interference  with  the  affairs  of  a  State 
is  repugnant  to  public  opinion,  to  the  feeling  of  those  who,  from  their  offi- 
cial capacity,  must  be  used  in  such  interposition,  and  to  him  or  those  who 
must  direct.  Unless  most  clearly  on  the  side  of  law,  such  inteitference 
becomes  a  crime ;  with  the  law  to  support  it,  it  is  condemned  without  a 
hearing.  I  desire,  therefore,  that  all  necessity  for  Executive  direction 
in  local  affairs  may  become  unnecessary  and  obsolete.  I  invite  the  atten- 
tion, not  of  Congress,  but  of  the  people  of  the'  United  States,  to  the 
causes  and  effects  of  these  unhappy  questions.  Is  there  not  a  disposition 
on  one  side  to  magnify  wrongs  and  outrages,  and  on  the  other  side  to  be- 
little them  or  justify  them  t  If  public  opinion  could  be  directed  to  a  cor- 
rect survey  of  what  is,  and  to  rebuking  wrong,  and  aiding  the  proper 
authorities  in  punishing  it,  a  better  state  of  feeling  would  be  inculcated, 
and  the  sooner  we  would  have  that  peace  which  would  leave  the  States 
free  indeed  to  regulate  their  own  domestic  affairs.  I  believe  on  the  part 
of  our  citizens  of  the  Southern  States — ^the  better  part  of  them — there 
is  a  disposition  to  be  law-abiding,  and  to  do  no  violence  either 
to  individuals  or  to  the  laws  existing.  But  do  they  do  right  in 
ignoring  the  existence  of  violence  and  bloodshed  in  resistance  to  con- 
stituted authority  t  I  sympathize  with  their  prostrate  condition,  and 
would  do  all  in  my  power  to  relieve  them ;  acknowledging  that  in  some 
instances  they  have  had  most  trying  governments  to  live  under,  and 
very  oppressive  ones  in  the  way  of  taxation  for  nominal  improvements, 
not  giviuo;  benefits  equal  to  the  hardships  imposed ;  but,  can  they  pro- 
claim themselves  entirely  irresponsible  for  this  condition  t  They  cannot. 
Violence  has  been  rampant  in  some  localities,  and  has  either  been  justi- 
fied or  denied  by  those  who  could  have  prevented  it.  The  theory  is 
even  raised  that  there  is  to  be  no  further  interference  on  the  part  of  the 
General  Government  to  protect  citizens  within  a  State  where  the  State 
authori  tes  fail  to  give  protection.  This  is  a  great  mistake.  While  I 
remain  Executive  all  the  laws  of  Congress,  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  including  the  recent  amendments  added  thereto,  will  be 
enforced  with  rigor,  but  with  regret  that  they  should  have  added  one 
jot  or  tittle  to  Executive  duties  or  powers.  Let  there  be  fairness  in  the 
discussion  of  Southern  questions,  the  advocates  of  both,  or  all  political 
parties,  giving  honest,  truthful  reports  of  occurrences,  condemning  the 
wrong  and  upholdng  the  right,  and  soon  all  will  be  well.  Under  exist- 
ing conditions  the  negro  votes  the  republican  ticket  because  he  knows 
his  friends  are  of  that  party.  Many  a  good  citizen  votes  the  opposite, 
not  because  he  agrees  with  the  great  principles  of  state  which  separate 
parties,  but  because,  generally,  he  is  opposed  to  negro  rule.    This  is  a 
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most  delusive  cry.  Treat  the  Degro  as  a  citizen  and  a  voter — as  he  is 
and  must  remain — and  soon  parties  will  be  divided,  not  on  the  color 
line,  but  on  principle.  Then  we  shall  have  no  complaint  of  sectional 
interference. 

The  report  oi  the  Attorney  General  contains  valuable  recommenda- 
tions relating  to  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  increasing  the 
number  of  jiulicial  districts  in  the  United  States  to  eleven,  the  present 
number  being  nine,  and  the  creation  of  two  additional  judgeships.  The 
territory  to  be  traversed  by  the  circuit  judges  is  so  great,  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  courts  so  steadily  increasing,  that  it  is  growing  jnore  and 
more  impossible  for  them  to  keep  up  with  the  business  requiring  their 
attention.  Whether  this  wonld  involve  the  necessity  of  adding  two 
more  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  present  number  I  submit  to 
the  judgment  of  Congress. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  and  to  the  legislation  asked  for  by  him.  The  domestic 
interests  of  the  people  are  more  intimately  connected  with  this  Depart- 
ment than  with  either  of  the  other  Departments  of  Government.  Its 
duties  have  been  added  to  from  time  to  time  until  they  have  be- 
come so  onerous  that  without  the  most  perfect  system  and  order  it  will 
be  impossible  for  any  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  keep  trace  of  all  offi- 
cial transactions  having  his  sanction  and  done  in  his  name,  and  for 
which  he  is  held  personally  responsible. 

The  policy  adopted  for  the  management  of  Indian  affairs,  known  as 
the  peace  policy,  has  been  adhered  to  with  most  beneficial  results.  It 
is  confidently  hoped  that  a  few  years  more  will  relieve  our  frontiers  from 
danger  of  Indian  depredations. 

I  commend  the  recommeiidation  of  the  Secretary  for  the  extension  of 
the  homesteail  laws  to  the  Indians,  and  for  some  sort  of  territorial  gov- 
ernment for  the  Indian  Territory.  A  great  majority  of  the  Indians 
occupying  this  Territory  are  believed  yet  to  be  incapable  of  maintaining 
their  rights  against  the  more  civilized  and  enlightened  white  man.  Any 
territorial  form  of  government  given  them,  therefore,  should  protect 
them  in  their  homes  and  property  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty  years, 
and  before  its  final  adoption  should  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  those 
affected. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  herewith  attached,  gives 
much  interesting  statistical  information,  which  I  abstain  from  giving  an 
abstract  of,  but  refer  you  to  the  report  itself. 

The  act  of  Congress  providing  the  oath  which  pensioners  must  sub- 
scribe to  before  drawing  their  pensions  cuts  off  from  this  bounty  a  few 
survivors  of  the  war  of  1812  residing  in  the  Southern  States.  I  recom- 
mend the  restoration  of  this  bounty  to  all  such.  The  number  of  persons 
whose  names  would  thus  be  restored  to  the  list  of  pensioners  is  not  large. 
They  are  all  old  persons  who  could  have  taken  no  part  in  the  rebellion, 
and  the  services  for  which  they  were  awarded  pensions  were  in  defense 
of  the  whole  country. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  herewith,  contains 
suggestions  of  much  interest  to  the  general  public,  and  refers  to  the 
approaching  Centennial  and  the  part  his  Department  is  ready  to  take  in 
it.  I  feel  that  the  nation  at  large  is  interested  in  having  this  Exposi- 
tion a  success,  and  commend  to  Congress  such  action  as  will  secure  a 
greater  general  interest  in  it.  Already  many  foreign  nations  have  sig- 
nified their  intention  to  be  represented  at  it,  and  it  may  be  expected 
that  every  civilized  nation  will  be  represented. 
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The  rales  adopted  to  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  Government 
have  been  adhered  to  as  closely  as  has  been  practicable  with  the  oppo- 
sition with  which  they  meet.  The  effect,  I  believe,  has  been  beneficial 
on  the  whole,  and  has  tended  to  the  elevation  of  the  service.  But  it  is 
impracticable  to  maintain  them  without  direct  and  positive  support  of 
Congress.  Generally  the  support  which  this  reform  receives  is  from 
those  who  give  it  their  support  only  to  find  fault  when  the  rules  are  ap- 
parently departed  from.  Removals  from  office  without  preferring  charges 
against  parties  removed  are  frequently  cited  as  departures  from  the  rules 
adopted,  and  the  retention  of  those  against  whom  charges  are  made  by 
irresponsible  persons  and  without  good  grounds,  is  also  often  condemned 
as  a  violation  of  them.  Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  I  an- 
nounce that  if  Congress  adjourns  without  positive  legislation  on  the 
subject  of  '*  civil-service  reform,"  I  will  regard  such  action  as  a  disap- 
proval of  the  system,  and  will  abandon  it,  except  so  far  as  to  require 
examinations  for  certain  appointees,  to  determine  their  fitness.  Com- 
petitive examinations  will  be  abandoned. 

The  gentlemen  who  have  given  their  services  without  compensation, 
as  members  of  the  board  to  devise  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  civil  service  of  the  country,  have  shown  much  zeal  and  ear- 
nestness in  their  work,  and  to  them,  as  well  as  to  myself,  it  will  be  a 
source  of  mortification  if  it  is  to  be  thrown  away.  But  I  repeat  that  it 
is  impossible  to  carry  this  system  to  a  successful  issue  without  general 
approval  and  assistance,  and  positive  law  to  support  it. 

I  have  stated  that  three  elements  of  prosperity  to  the  nation,  capital, 
labor,  skilled  and  unskilled,  and  products  of  the  soil,  still  remain  with 
us.  To  direct  the  employment  of  these  is  a  problem  deser\ing  the  most 
serious  attention  of  Congress.  If  employment  can  be  given  to  all  the 
labor  offering  itself,  prosperity  necessarily  follows.  I  have  expressed 
the  opinion,  and  repeat  it.  that  the  first  requisite  to  the  accomplishment 
of  this  end  is  the  substitution  of  a  sound  currency  in  place  of  one  of  a 
fluctuating  value.  This  secured,  there  are  many  interests  that  might 
be  fostered,  to  the  great  profit  of  both  labor  and  capitiil.  How  to  induce 
capital  to  employ  labor  is  the  question.  The  subject  of  cheap  transpor- 
tation has  occupied  the  attention  of  Congress.  Much  new  light  on  this 
question  will  without  doubt  be  given  by  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  last  Congress  to  investigate  and  report  upon  this  subject. 

A  revival  of  ship- building,  and  particularly  of  iron  steamship-buildings 
is  of  vast  importance  to  our  national  prosperity.  The  United  States  is 
now  paying  over  $100,000,000  per  annum  for  freights  and  passage  on  for- 
eign ships — to  be  carried  abroad  and  expended  in  the  employment  and 
support  of  other  peoples — beyond  a  fair  percentage  of  what  should  go  to 
foreign  vessels,  estimatiiig  on  the  tonnage  and  travel  of  each  respectively. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  disparity  in  the  carrying- trade  exists,  and 
to  correct  it  1  would  be  willing  to  see  a  great  departure  from  the  usual 
course  of  Government  in  supporting  what  might  usually  be  termed  pri- 
vate enterprise.  I  would  not  suggest  as  a  remedy  direct  subsidy  to 
American  steamship-lines,  but  I  would  suggest  the  direct  offer  of  ample 
compensation  for  carrying  the  mails  between  Atlantic  seaboard  cities 
and  the  Continent  on  American-owned  and  American-built  steamers 
and  would  extend  this  liberality  to  vessels  carrying  the  mails  to  South 
American  states  and  to  Central  America  and  Mexico,  and  would  pur- 
sue the  same  policy  from  our  Pacific  sea-ports  to  foreign  sea-ports  on  the 
Pacific.  It  might  be  demanded  that  vessels  built  for  this  service  should 
come  up  to  a  standard  fixed  by  legislation,  in  tonnage,  speed,  and  all 
other  qualities,  looking  to  the  possibility  of  Government  requiring  them 
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at  some  time  for  war  purposes.  The  rigrht  also  of  taking  possession  of 
them  in  such  emergency  should  be  guarded. 

I  offer  these  sntrgestions,  believing  them  worthy  of  consideration,  in 
sll  seriousness,  attecting:  all  sections  and  all  interests  alike.  If  anything 
better  can  be  done  to  direct  the  country  into  a  course  of  general  pros- 
perity, no  one  will  be  more  ready  than  I  to  second  the  plan. 

Fowarded  herewith  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  20,  1874,  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  District  government.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  report 
that  the  net  debt  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  less  securities  on  hand 
and  available,  is :

In  addition  to  this  there  are  claims  preferred  against  the  government 
of  the  District,  amounting,  in  the  estimated  aggregate  reported  by  the 
board  of  audit,  to  $3,147,787.48,  of  which  the  greater  part  will  probably 
be  rejected.  This  sum  can  with  no  more  propriety  be  included  in  the 
debt  account  of  tl>e  District  government  than  can  the  thousands  of 
claims  against  the  General  Government  be  included  as  a  portion  of  the 
national  debt.  But  the  aggregate  sum  thus  stated  includes  something 
more  than  the  funded  debt  chargeable  exclusively  to  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  act  ot*  Congress  of  June  20,  1874,  contemplates  an  ap- 
portionment between  the  United  States  Government  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  in  resjiect  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
3.65  bonds.  Therefore,  in  computing  with  precision  the  bonded  debt  of 
the  District,  the  aggregate  sums  above  stated  as  respects  3.65  bonds 
now  issued,  the  outstanding  certificates  of  the  board  of  audit,  and  the 
nnadjusted  claims  pending  before  that  board  should  be  reduced  to  the 
extent  of  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  20,  1874. 

I  especiaUy  invite  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  relative  to  the  ambiguity  of  the 
act  of  June  20,  1874 ;  the  interest  on  the  District  bonds,  and  the  con- 
solidation of  the  indebtedness  of  the  District. 

I  feel  much  indebted  to  the  gentlemen  who  consented  to  leave  their 
private  affairs  and  come  from  a  distance  to  attend  to  the  business  of 
this  District,  and  for  the  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  conducted.  1  am  sure  their  services  will  be  equally  appreciated  by 
the  entire  country. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  full  report  of  the  Board  of 
Health  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  is  very  satisfactory. 

In  my  opinion  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  regarded  as  the 
grounds  of  the  National  Capital,  in  which  the  entire  people  are  inter- 
ested. I  do  not  allude  to  this  to  urge  generous  appropriations  t6  the 
District,  but  to  draw  the  attention  of  Congress,  in  framing  a  law  for  the 
government  of  the  District,  to  the  magnificent  scale  on  which  the  city 
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was  planned  by  the  founders  of  the  Government;  the  manner  in  which^ 
for  ornamental  purposes,  the  reservations,  streets,  and  avenues  were 
laid  out ;  and  the  proportion  of  the  property  actually  possessed  by  the 
General  Government.  I  think  the  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the 
government  and  improvements  to  be  borne  by  the  General  Government^ 
the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown  and  the  county,  should  be 
carefully  and  equitably  defined. 

In  accordance  with  section  3,  act  approved  June  23, 1874, 1  appointed 
a  board  to  make  a  survey  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River  with  a 
view  to  determine  the  best  method  of  obtaining  and  maintaining  a  dei)tli 
of  water  sufficieiit  for  the  purposes  of  commerce,  &c.;  and  in  accordance 
with  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission of  engineers  to  investigate  and  report  a  permanent  plan  for  tha 
reclamation  of  the  alluvial  basin  of  the  Mississippi  River  subject  to 
inundation,"  I  appointed  a  commission  of  engineers.  Neither  board  ha» 
yet  completed  its  labors.  When  their  reports  are  received  they  will  ba 
forwarded  to  Congress  without  delay.

sureties  of  such  officers,  the  penalty  of  their  official  bond,  the  amount 
•due,  and  when  due,  in  each  case;  the  total  of  such  sums  so  due:  by 
whom  and  from  what  State  such  officers  were  appointed ;  and  whether 
there  are  any  suits  now  pending  to  recover  said  sums  of  money,  and,  if 
430,  against  whom,  in  what  courts,  and  for  what  amount. 

The  President  is  also  requested  to  re[)ort  the  number  of  acres  of  the 
public  lands  and  the  amount  of  bonds  and  money  granted  to  railroads, 
canals,  or  other  works  of  internal  improvement,  giving  therewith  the 
names,  dates,  and  amounts  in  each  case,  and  also  the  grand  totals  ;  also, 
the  number  of  acres  of  the  pnblic  lands  and  the  amount  of  bonds  here- 
tofore granted  or  voted  by  Congress  to  railroads,  or  contemplated  rail- 
roads, for  which  no  certificates  or  evidences  of  ownership  have  been 
issued,  stating  in  detail  the  name  of  the  railroad  and  the  amount  granted 
or  voted  to  the  same,  and  the  grand  totals  of  such  grants.

Sternberg,  and  J.  J.  Woodward,  assistant  surgeons  of  the  United  States 
Army,  praying  for  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  their  promotion  to 
the  rank  of  surgeon,  to  which  rank  they  consider  themselves  entitled^ 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.

Mr.  Conkling  presented  the  petition  of  mutual  insurance  companies  in 
New  York,  praying  for  a  repeal  of  the  clause  which  excludes  them  from 
a  share  of  the  Geneva  awards ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Pratt  presented  the  petition  of  P.  A.  Krise,  of  Lynchburgh,  Vir- 
ginia, praying  an  amendment  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  February,  1871, 
such  as  will  abolish  the  test  oath  required  of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
war  of  1812  in  securing  a  pension ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Pensions.

priations.

Resolution  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  the  time  of  payment  by  set- 
tiers  on  the  Miami  Indian  lands  in  that  State  for  their  lands  until  Octo- 
ber 30,  1876,  without  working  a  forfeiture  of  their  titles  thereto. 

Resolution  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  pre-emp- 
tors  and  homestead  settlers  on  the  public  lands  in  certain  of  the  western 
counties  of  that  State  to  abandon  their  claims  for  one  year,  and  extend- 
ing the  time  of  proving  their  claims  and  making  payment  for  their 
lands  for  one  year  without  working  a  forfeiture  of  their  titles. 

Resolution  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  homestead 
settlers  in  the  regions  of  that  State  devastated  by  grasshoppers,  chinch- 
bugs,  and  the  drought,  to  be  absent  from  their  homesteads  for  the  period 
of  one  year,  and  extending  the  time  of  proving  their  titles  and  paying 
for  their  lands  for  one  year  without  working  a  forfeiture  of  their  titles. 

Besolution  ia  favor  of  an  extension  of  the  time  of  payment  by  set- 
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tiers  on  the  public  and  Indian  lands  in  that  State  for  their  lands  until 
January,  1876. 

Resolution  in  favor  of  a  postponement  of  all  payments  by  settlers  on 
the  Kansas  Indian  reserve  and  trust  lands  until  January  1,  1876,  by 
reason  of  the  ravages  of  the  chinch-bug,  the  grasshoppers,  and  the  con- 
tinued drought  having  destroyed  their  crops. 

Ordered,  That  they  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Ingalls  presented  a  resolution  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  oi 
Kansas  in  favor  of  a  change  in  the  management  of  the  Indians,  and 
in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Indian  Bureau ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs. 

The  Vice-President  presented  the  petition  of  George  W.  Coffin,  late 
of  Company  I,  Tenth  Regiment,  of  Missouri  Volunteer  Cavalry,  praying 
to  be  allowed  a  pension  ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pen- 
sions. 

Mr.  Morton  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Indiana,  praying  that 
the  proper  law-officer  of  the  Government  may  be  directed  to  take  an 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  Indiana  to  the  Supreme 
.Court  of  the  United  States  in  a  case  involving  the  right  of  colored 
children  to  be  admitted  to  the  public  schools  in  that  State ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.

The  said  resolution  was  read  the  third  time. 

Be$olvedj  That  it  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  notify  the  House  of  Eepresentatives 
thereof. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Morrill,  of  Maine, 

The  Senate  resumed  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  consideration 
of  the  bill  (S.  963)  for  the  better  government  of  the  District  of  Colum-

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  executive  business ; 
and 

After  the  consideration  of  executive  business,  the  doors  were  opened, 
and 

The  Senate  adjourned.

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The  following  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Babcock,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  answer  to  a  Senate  resolution 
of  the  8th  instant,  asking  for  information  as  to  any  interference,  by  any 
military  officer  or  any  part  of  the  Array  of  the  United  States,  with  the 
organization  or  proceedings  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  or  either  branch  thereof^  and  also  inquiring  in  regard  to  the 
existence  of  armed  organizations  in  that  State,  hostile  to  the  govern- 
ment thereof,  and  intent  on  overtnruing  such  government  by  force. 

To  say  that  lawlessness,  turbulence,  and  bloodshed  have  characterized 
the  political  affairs  of  that  State  since  its  reorganization  under  the  re- 
construction acts,  is  only  to  repeat  what  has  become  well  known  as  a 
part  of  its  unhappy  history ;  but  it  may  "be  proper  here  to  refer  to  the 
election  of  1808,  by  which  the  republican  vote  of  the  State,  1;hrough 
fraud  and  violence,  was  reduced  to  a  few  thousands,  and  the  bloody 
riots  of  1866  and  1868,  to  show  that  the  disorders  there  are  not  due  to 
any  recent  causes  or  to  any  late  actfbn  of  the  Federal  authorities. 

Preparatory  to  the  election  of  1872,  a  shameful  and  undisguised  con- 
spiracy was  formed  to  carry  that  election  against  the  republicans  with- 
out regard  to  law  or  right,  and  to  that  end  the  most  glaring  frauds  an4 
forgeries  were  committed  in  the  returns  after  many  colored  citizens  had 
been  denied  registration,  and  others  deterred  by  fear  from  casting  their 
ballots. 

When  the  time  came  for  a  final  canvass  of  the  votes,  in  view  of  the  fore- 
going facts,  William  P.  Kellogg,  the  republican  candidate  for  governor, 
brought  suit  upon  the  equity  side  of  the  United  States  circuit  court  for 
Louisiana,  and  against  Waruioth  and  others,  who  had  obtained  posses- 
sion of  the  returns  of  the  election,  representing  that  several  thousand 
voters  of  the  State  had  been  deprived  of  the  elective  franchise  on  ac- 
count of  their  color,  and  praying  that  steps  might  be  taken  to  have  said 
votes  counted,  and  for  general  relief.  To  enable  the  court  to  inquire  as  to 
the  truth  of  these  allegations,  a  temporary  restraining  order  was  issued 
against  the  defendants,  which  was  at  once  wholly  disregarded  and 
treated  with  contempt  by  those  to  whom  it  was  directed.  These  pro- 
ceedings have  been  widely  denounced  as  an  unwarrantable  interference 
by  the  Federal  judiciary  with  the  election  of  State  officers ;  but  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  by  the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  the  political  equality  of  colored  citizens  is  secured,  and 
under  the  second  section  of  that  amendment,  providing  that  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  enforce  its  provisions  by  appropriate  legislation,  an 
act  was  passed  on  the  31st  of  May,  1870,  and  amended  in  1871,  the 
object  of  which  was  to  prevent  the  denial  or  abridgment  of  suffrage 
to  citizens,  on  account  of  race,  colot,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude ; 
and  it  has  been  held  by  all  the  Federal  judges  before  whom  the  ques- 
tion has  arisen,  including  Justice  Strong,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  the 
protection  aftbrded  by  this  amendment  and  these  acts  extends  to  State 
as  well  as  other  elections.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Federal  courts  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the 
laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof  h  too  clear  for  controversy. 

Section  15  of  said  act,  after  numerous  provisions  therein  to  prevent 
an  evasion  of  the  fifteenth  amendment,  provides  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  or 
equity  arising  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  of  the  act  amendatory 
thereof.    Congress  seems  to  have  contemplated  equitable  as  well  as  legal 
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proceedings  to  prevent  the  denial  of  saffra^  to  colored  citizens;  and  it 
may  be  safely  asserted  that  if  Kellogg's  bill  in  the  above-named  case  did 
not  present  a  case  for  the  eqaitable  interposition  of  the  coart,  that  no 
such  case  can  arise  under  the  act.  That  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
have  the  right  to  interfere  in  various  ways  with  State  elections  so  as  to 
maintain  political  equality  and  rights  therein,  irrespective  of  race  or 
color,  is  comparatively  a  new,  and  to  some  seems  to  be  a  startling 
idea,  but  it  results  as  clearly  from  the  fifteenth  amendment  td 
tiie  Constitution  and  the  acts  that  have  been  passed  to  enforce 
that  amendment,  as  the  abrogation  of  State  laws  upholding  slavery 
results  from  the  thirteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  While 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  the  case  of  Kellogg  vs.  Warmoth 
and  others  is  clear  to  my  mind,  it  seems  that  some  of  the  orders 
made  by  the  judge  in  that  and  the  kindred  case  of  Antoine  were 
illegal.  But  while  they  are  so  held  and  considered,  it  is  not  to  be 
forgotten  that  the  mandate  of  his  court  had  been  contemptuously 
defied,  and  they  were  made  while  wild  scenes  of  anarchy  were 
sweeping  away  all  restraint  of  law  and  order.  Doubtless  the  judge 
of  this  court  made  grave  mistakes;  but  the  law  allows  the  chan- 
cellor great  latitude  not  only  in  punishing  those  who  contemn  his  or- 
ders and  injunctions,  but  in  preventing  the  consummation  of  the  wrong 
which  he  has  judicially  fot-bidden.  Whatever  may  be  said  or  thought 
of  those  matters,  it  was  only  made  known  to  me  that  process  of  the 
United  States  court  was  resisted ;  and  as  said  act  especially  provides 
for  the  use  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  when  necessary,  to  enforce  judicial 
process  arising  thereunder,  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  see  that  such 
process  was  executed  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  court. 

Resulting  from  these  proceedings,  through  various  controversies  and 
complications,  a  State  administration  was  organized  with  William  P. 
Kellogg  as  governor,  which^  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  under  section 
4,  article  4,  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  recognized  as  the  government  of 
tbe  State. 

It  has  been  bitterly  and  persistently  alleged  that  Kellogg  was  not 
elected.  Whether  he  was  or  not  is  not  altogether  certain,  nor  is  it  any 
more  certain  that  his  competitor,  McEnery,  was  chosen.  The  election 
was  a  gigantic  fraud,  and  there  are  no  reliable  returns  of  its  result. 
Kellogg  obtained  possession  of  the  office,  and  in  my  opinion  has  more 
right  to  it  than  his  competitor. 

On  the  20th  of  February,  1873,  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections  of  the  Senate  made  a  report  in  which  thej'  say  they  were 
satisfied  by  testimony  that  the  manipulation  of  the  election  machinery 
by  Warmoth  and  others  was  equivalent  to  twenty  thousand  votes;  and 
they  add  that  to  recognize  the  McEnery  government  "  would  be  recog- 
nizing a  government  based  upon  fraud,  in  defiance  of  the  wishes  and 
intention  of  the  voters  of  the  State.''  Assuming  the  correctness  of  the 
statements  in  this  report,  (and  they  seem  to  have  been  generally  accepted 
by  the  country,)  the  great  crime  in  Louisiana,  about  which  so' much  has 
been  said,  is,  that  one  is  holding  the  office  of  governor  who  was  cheated 
out  of  twenty  thousand  votes,  against  another  whose  title  to  the  office 
is  undoubtedly  based  on  fraud  and  in  defiance  of  the  wishes  and  inten- 
tions of  the  voters  of  the  State. 

Misinformed  and  misjudging  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  this  re- 
port, the  supporters  of  McEnery  proceeded  to  displace  by  force  in  some 
counties  of  the  State  the  appointees  of  Governor  Kellogg;  and  on  the 
13th  of  April,  in  an  effort  of  that  kind,  a  butchery  of  citizens  was  corn- 
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mitted  at  Colfax,  which  in  blood-thirstiness  and  barbarity  is  hardly  sur- 
passed by  any  acts  of  savage  warfare. 

To  put  this  matter  beyond  controversy  I  quote  from  the  charge  of 
Judjre  Woods,  of  the  United  States  circuit  court,  to  the  jury  in  the  case 
of  The  United  States  vs.  Cruikshank  and  others,  in  New  Orleans,  in 
March,  1874.     He  said : 

In  the  case  on  trial  there  are  many  facts  not  in  controversy.  I  proceed  to  state  some 
of  them  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  counsel  on  hoth  sides ;  and  if  I  state  as  a  con- 
ceded fact  any  matter  that  is  dispnted,  they  can  correct  me. 

After  stating  the  origin  of  the  difficulty,  which  grew  out  of  an  attempt 
of  white  persons  to  drive  the  parish  judge  and  shenff,  appointees  of 
Kellogg,  from  ofSce,  and  their  attempted  protection  by  colored  persons, 
which  led  to  some  fighting,  in  which  quite  a  number  of  negroes  were 
killed,  the  judge  states : 

Most  of  those  who  were  not  killed  were  taken  prisoners.  Fifteen  or  sixteen  of  the 
blacks  had  lifted  the  boards  and  taken  refuge  nnder  the  floor  of  the  court-house.  They 
w<«re  all  captured.  About  thirty-seven  men  were  taken  prisoners.  The  number  is  not 
deBoitely  fixed.  They  were  kept  under  guard  until  dark.  They  were  led  out,  two  by 
tvo,  and  shot.  Most  of  the  men  were  shot  to  death.  A  few  were  wounded,  not  mor- 
tally, and,  by  pretending  to  be  dead,  were  afterward,  during  the  night,  able  to  make 
their  escape.     Among  them  was  the  Levi  Nelson  named  in  the  indictment. 

The  dead  bodies  of  the  negroes  killed  in  this  affair  were  left  unburied  until  Tuesday, 
April  15,  when  they  were  buried  by  a  deputy  marshal  and  an  officer  of  the  militia  from 
New  Orleans.  These  persons  found  fifty-nine  dead  bodies.  They  showed  pistol-shot 
wonods,  the  great  majority  in  the  head,  and  most  of  them  in  the  back  of  the  head.  In 
addition  to  the  fifty-nine  dead  bodies  found,  some  charred  remains  of  dea<l  bodies  were 
diflcovered  near  the  court-house.  Six  dead  bodies  were  found  under  a  warehouse,  all 
Bbot  in  the  head,  but  one  or  tuf o  which  were  shot  in  the  breast. 

The  only  white  men  injured  from  the  beginning  of  these  troubles  to  their  close  were 
Hadoot  and  Harris.    The  court-house  and  its  contents  were  entirely  consumed. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  one  in  the  crowd  of  whites  bore  any  lawful  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  any  of  the  blacks.  There  is  no  evidence  that  either  Nash  or  Cazabat, 
^rtbe  affair,  ever  demanded  their  offices,  to  which  they  had  set  up  claim,  but  Reg- 
ister continued  to  act  as  parish  judge,  and  Shaw  as  sheriff. 

These  are  facts  in  this  case  as  I  understand  them  to  be  admitted. 

To  hold  the  people  of  Louisiana  generally  responsible  for  these  atroci- 
ties would  not  be  just;  but  it  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  insuperable 
obstructions  were  thrown  in  the  way  of  punishing  these  murderers,  and 
the  so-called  conservative  papers  of  the  State  not  only  justified  the 
oassacre,  but  denounced  as  Federal  tyranny  and  despotism  the  attempt 
of  the  United  States  officers  to  bring  them  to  justice.  Fierce  denuncia- 
tions ring  through  the  country  about  office-holding  and  election  matters 
in  Louisiana,  while  every  one  of  the  Colfax  miscreants  goes  unwhipped 
of  JQstice,  and  no  way  can  be  found  in  this  boasted  land  of  civilization 
and  Christianity  to  punish  the  perpetrators  of  this  bloody  and  monstrous 
crime. 

Not  unlike  this  was  the  massacre  in  August  last.  Several  northern 
jOQDg  men  of  capital  and  enterprise  had  started  the  little  and  flourish- 
ing town  of  Coushatta.  Some  of  them  were  republicans  and  office- 
bolders  under  Kellogg.  They  were  therefore  doomed  to  death.  Six  of 
them  were  seized  and  carried  away  from  their  homes  and  murdered  in 
oold  blood.  No  one  has  been  punished;  and  the  conservative  press  of 
the  State  denonnced  all  efforts  to  that  end,  and  boldly  justified  the 
cn'me. 

Many  murders  of  a  like  character  have  been  committed  in  ijt^ividual 
eases  which  cannot  here  be  detailed.  For  example,  T.  S.  Crawford, 
judge,  and  P.  H.  Harris,  district  attorney  of  the  twelfth  judicial  district 
of  the  State,  on  their  way  to  court  were  shot  from  their  horses  by  men 
in  ambushy  on  the  8th  of  October,  1873,  and  the  widow  of  the  former^  vw 
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a  communication  to  the  Department  of  Justice,  tells  a  piteous  tale  of 
the  persecutions  of  her  husband  because  he  was  a  Union  man,  and  of 
the  efforts  made  to  screen  those  who  had  committed  a  crime,  which,  to 
use  her  own  language,  "left  two  widows  and  nine  orphans  desolate.'' 

To  say  that  the  murder  of  a  ne^i'o  or  a  white  republican  is  not  con- 
sidered a  crime  in  Louisiana  would  probably  be  unjust  to  a  great  part 
of  the  people ;  but  it  is  true  that  a  great  number  of  such  murders  have 
been  committed,  and  no  one  has  been  punished  therefor,  and  manifestly, 
as  to  them,  the  spirit  of  hatred  and  violence  is  stronger  than  law. 

Representations  were  made  to  me  that  the  presence  of  troops  in  Lou- 
isiana was  unnecessary  and  irritating  to  the  people,  and  that  there  was 
no  danger  of  public  disturbance  if  they  were  taken  away.  Consequently, 
early  in  last  summer,  the  troops  were  all  withdrawn  from  the  State, 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  garrison  at  New  Orleans  Barracks.  It 
was  claimed  that  a  comparative  state  of  quiet  had  supervened.  Politi- 
cal excitement  as  to  Louisiana  affairs  seemed  to  be  dying  out.  But  the 
November  election  was  approaching,  and  it  was  necessary  for  party 
purposes  that  the  flame  should  be  rekindled. 

Accordingly,  on  the  14th  of  September,  D.  P.  Penn,  claiming  that  he 
was  elected  lieutenant-governor  in  1872,  issued  an  inflammatory  procla- 
mation calling  upon  the  militia  of  the  State  to  arm,  assemble,  and  drive 
from  power  the  usurpers,  as  he  designated  the  oflQcers  of  the  State. 
The  White  Leagues,  armed  and  ready  for  the  conflict,  promptly  re- 
sponded. 

On  the  same  day  the  governor  made  a  formal  requisition  upon  me, 
pursuant  to  the  act  of  1795,  and  section  4,  article  4,  of  the  Constitution, 
to  aid  in  suppressing  doinestic  violence.  On  the  next  day  I  issued  my 
proclamation  commanding  the  insurgents  to  disperse  within  five  days 
from  the  date  thereof;  but,  before  the  proclamation  was  published  iu 
New  Orleans,  the  organized  and  armed  forces  recogtiizing  a  usurping 
governor  had  taken  forcible  possession  of  the  State-house,  and  tempo- 
rarily subverted  the  government.  Twenty  or  more  people  were  killed, 
including  a  number  of  the  police  of  the  city.  The  streets  of  the  city 
were  stained  with  blood.  All  that  was  desired  in  the  way  of  excitement 
had  been  accomplished,  and,  in  view  of  the  steps  taken  to  repress  it, 
the  revolution  is  apparently,  though  it  is  believed  not  really,  abandoned, 
and  the  cry  of  Federal  usurpation  and  tyranny  in  Louisiana  was  renewed 
with  redoubled  energy.  Troops  had  been  sent  to  the  State  under 
this  requisition  of  the  governor,  and  as  other  disturbances  seemed  im- 
minent they  were  allowed  to  remain  there  to  render  the  executive  such 
aid  as  might  become  necessary  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  re- 
press the  continued  violence  which  seemed  inevitable  the  moment  Fed- 
eral support  should  be  withdrawn. 

Prior  to,  and  with  a  view  to  the  late  election  in  Louisiana,  white  men 
associated  themselves  together  in  armed  bodies  called  '*  White  Leagues," 
and  at  the  same  time  threats  were  made  in  the  democratic  journals  of 
the  State  that  the  election  should  be  carried  against  the  republicans  at 
all  hazards,  which  very  naturally  greatly  alarmed  the  colored  voters. 
By  section  8  of  the  act  of  February  28,  1871,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
United  States  marshals  and  their  deputies,  at  polls  where  votes  are  cast 
for  Representatives  in  Congress,  to  keep  the  peace  and  prevent  any 
violations  of  the  so-called  enforcement  acts,  and  other  offenses  against 
the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  and  upon  a  requisition  of  the  marshal 
of  Louisiana,  and  in  view  of  said  armed  organizations  and  other  por- 
tentous circumstances,  I  caused  detachments  of  troops  to  be  stationed 
in  various  localities  in  the  State,  to  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  his 
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official  duties.  That  there  was  intimidation  of  republican  voters  at  the 
election,  notwithstanding  these  precautions,  admits  of  no  doubt.  The 
following  are  specimens  of  the  means  used : 

On  the  14th  of  October  eighty  persons  signed  and  published  the  fol- 
lowing at  Shreveport : 

We,  the  nodersigned,  merchants  of  the  city  of  Shreveport,  in  obedience  to  a  request 
of  the  Shreveport  Campaign  Club,  aj^ree  to  use  every  endeavor  to  get  our  employ <S8  to 
vote  the  people's  ticket  at  the  ensuing  ♦•lection ;  and,  in  the  event  of  their  refusal  so 
to  do,  or  in  case  they  vote  the  radical  ticket,  to  refuse  to  employ  them  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  present  contracts. 

On  the  same  day  another  large  body  of  persons  published  in  the  same 
place  a  paper,  in  which  they  used  the  following  language : 

We,  the  undersigned,  merchants  of  the  city  of  Shreveport,  alive  to  the  great  impor- 
tance of  securing  good  and  honest  government  to  t!ie  State,  do  agree  and  pledge  our- 
selves not  to  advance  any  supplies  or  money  to  any  planter  the  coming  year  who  will 
give  employment  or  rent  lands  to  laborers  who  vote  the  radical  ticket  in  the  coming 
election. 

I  have  no  information  of  the  proceedings  of  the  returning-board  for 
said  election  which  may  not  be  found  in  its  report,  which  has  been  pub- 
lished, but  it  is  a  matter  of  public  information  that  a  great  part  of  the 
time  taken  to  canvass  the  votes  was  consumed  by  the  arguments  of 
lawyers,  several  of  whom  represented  each  party  before  the  board.  I 
have  no  evidence  that  the  proceedings  of  this  board  were  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  under  which  they  acted.  Whether,  in  excluding  from 
their  count  certain  returns,  they  were  right  or  wrong,  is  a  question  that 
depends  upon  the  evidence  they  had  before  them ;  but  it  is  very  clear 
that  the  law  gives  them  the  power,  if  they  choose  to  exercise  it,  of  decid- 
ing that  way;  and,|>nma/acte,  the  persons  whom  they  return  as  elected 
are  entitled  to  the  offices  for  which  thej^  were  candidates. 

Kespecting  the  alleged  interference  by  the  military  with  the  organi- 
zation of  the  legislature  of  Louisiana  on  the  4th  instant,  I  have  no 
knowledge  or  information  which  has  not  been  received  by  me  since  that 
time  and  published.  My  first  information  was  from  the  papers  of  the 
morning  of  the  5th  of  January.  I  did  not  know  that  any  such  thing 
was  anticipated,  and  no  orders  nor  suggestions  were  ever  given  to  any 
military  officer  in  that  State  upon  that  subject  prior  to  the  occurrence. 
I  am  well  aware  that  any  military  interference  by  the  officers  or  troops 
of  the  United  States  with  the  organization  of  the  State  legislature  or 
any  of  its  proceedings,  or  with  any  civil  department  of  the  Government, 
is  repugnant  to  our  ideas  of  government.  I  can  conceive  of  no  case, 
not  involving  rebellion  or  insurrection,  where  such  interference  by 
authority  of  the  General  Government  ought  to  be  permitted  or  can  be 
justified.  But  there  are  circumstances  connected  with  the  late  legisla- 
tive imbroglio  in  Louisiana  which  seem  to  exempt  the  military  from 
any  intentional  wrong  in  that  matter.  Knowing  that  tney  had  been 
placed  in  Louisiana  to  prevent  domestic  violence  and  aid  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  State  laws,  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  United  States  may 
well  have  supposed  that  it  was  their  duty  to  act  when  called  upon  by 
the  governor  for  that  purpose. 

Each  branch  of  a  legislative  assembly  is  the  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members.  But  if  a  mob,  or  a  body  of  unau- 
thorized persons,  seize  and  hold  the  legislative  hall  in  a  tumultuous  and 
riotous  manner,  and  so  prevent  any  organization  by  those  legally  re- 
turned as  elected,  it  might  become  the  duty  of  the  State  executive  to 
interpose,  if  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elect,  to  suppress 
the  disturbance  and  enable  the  persons  elected  to  organize  the  house. 
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Any  exercise  of  this  power  would  ouly  be  justifiable  under  most  extra- 
ordinary circumstances,  and  it  would  tben  be  tbo  duty  of  the  governor 
to  call  upon  the  constabulary,  or,  if  necessary,  the  military  force  of  the 
State.  But  with  reference  to  Louisiana,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that 
any  attempt  by  the  governor  to  use  the  police  force  of  that  State  at  this 
time  would  have  undoubtedly  precipitated  a  bloody  conflict  with  the 
White  League,  as  it  (iid  on  the  14th  of  September. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  presence  of  the  United  States  troops 
iiI>on  that  occasion  prevented  bloodshed  and  the  loss  of  life.  Both  par- 
ties appear  to  have  relied  upon  them  as  conservators  of  the  public 
peace. 

The  first  call  was  made  by  the  democrats  to  remove  persons  obnox- 
ious to  them  from  the  legislative  hall ;  and  the  second  was  from  the 
republicans  to  remove  persons  who  had  usurped  seats  in  the  legislature 
without  legal  certificates  authorizing  them  to  seats,  and  in  sufficient 
number  to  change  the  majority. 

Nobody  was  disturbed  by  the  military  who  had  a  legal  right  at  that 
time  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  legislature.  That  the  democratic  minority 
of  the  house  undertook  to  seize  its  organization  by  fraud  and  violence ; 
that  in  this  attempt  they  trampled  underfoot  law ;  that  they  undertook 
to  make  persons  not  returned  as  elected  members,  so  as  to  create  a  ma- 
jority ;  that  they  acted  under  a  preconcerted  plan,  and  under  false  pre- 
tenses introduced  into  the  hall  a  body  of  men  to  support  their  preten- 
sions by  force,  if  necessary,  and  that  conflict,  disorder,  and  riotous  pro- 
ceedings followed,  are  facts  that  seem  to  be  well  established,  and  I  am 
credibly  informed  that  these  violent  proceedings  were  a  part  of  a  pre 
meditated  plan  to  have  the  house  organized  in  this  way,  recognize  what 
lias  been  called  the  McEnery  senate,  then  to  depose  Governor  Kellogg, 
and  so  revolutionize  the  State  government 

Whether  it  was  wrong  for  the  governor,  at  the  request  of  the  majority  of 
the  members  returned  as  elected  to  the  house,  to  use  such  means  as  were 
in  his  power  to  defeat  these  lawless  and  revolutionary  proceedings,  is 
perhaps  a  debatable  question,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  there  would 
have  been  no  trouble  if  those  who  now  complain  of  illegal  interference 
had  allowed  the  house  to  be  organized  in  a  lawful  and  regular  manner. 
When  those  who  inaugurate  disorder  and  anarchy  disavow  such  pro- 
ceedings, it  will  be  time  enough  to  condemn  those  who,  by  such  means 
as  they  have,  prevent  the  success  of  their  lawless  and  desperate  schemes. 

Lieutenant  General  Sheridan  was  requested  by  me  to  go  to  Louisiana 
to  observe  and  report  the  situation  there,  and,  if  in  his  opinion  neces- 
sary, to  assume  the  command,  which  he  did  on  the  4th  instant,  after  the 
legislative  disturbances  had  occurred,  at  9  o'clock  p.  m.,  a  number  of 
hours  after  the  disturbances.  No  party  motives  nor  prejudices  can  rea- 
sonably be  imputed  to  him ;  but  honestly  convinced  by  what  he  has 
seen  and  heard  there,  he  has  characterized  the  leaders  of  the  White 
Leagues  in  severe  terms,  and  suggested  summary  modes  of  procedure 
against  them,  which,  though  they  cannot  be  adopted,  would,  if  legal, 
soon  put  an  end  to  the  troubles  and  disorders  in  that  State.  General 
Sheridan  was  looking  at  facts,  and,  possibly,  not  thinking  of  proceedings 
which  would  be  the  only  proper  ones  to  pursue  in  time  of  peace,  thought 
more  of  the  utterly  lawless  condition  of  society  surrounding  him  at  the  time 
of  his  dispatch,  and  of  what  would  prove  a  sure  remedy.  He  never 
proposed  to  do  an  illegal  act,  nor  expressed  determination  to  proceed 
beyond  what  the  law  in  the  future  might  authorize  for  the  punishment 
of  the  atrocities  which  have  been  committed,  and  the  commission  of 
which  cannot  be  successfully  denied.    It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  polit- 
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ical  crimes  and  murders  have  been  committed  in  Louisiana  which  have 
gone  unpunished,  and  which  have  been  justified  or  apologized  for,  which 
must  rest  as  a  reproach  upon  the  State  and  country  long  after  the  pres- 
ent generation  has  passed  away. 

I  have  no  desire  to  have  United  States  troops  interfere  in  the  domes- 
tic concerns  of  Louisiana  or  any  other  State. 

On  the  ninth  of  December  last  Governor  Kellogg  telegraphed  to  me 
his  apprehensions  that  the  White  League  intended  to  make  another 
attack  upon  the  State-house,  to  which,  on  the  same  day,  I  made  the 
following  answer,  since  which  no  communication  has  been  sent  to  him : 

"Your  dispatch  of  this  date  just  received.  It  is  exceedingly  unpal- 
atable to  use  troops  in  anticipation  of  danger.  Let  the  State  authori- 
ties be  right,  and  then  proceed  with  their  duties  without  apprehension 
of  danger.  If  they  are  then  molested,  the  question  will  be  determined 
whether  the  United  States  is  able  to  maintain  law  and  order  within  its 
limits,  or  not." 

I  have  deplored  the  necessity  which  seemed  to  make  it  my  duty  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  to  direct  such  interference.  I  have  always 
refused  except  where  it  seemed  to  be  my  imperative  duty  to  act  in  such 
a  manner  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  I  have 
repeatedly  and  earnestly  entreated  tbe  people  of  the  South  to  live 
together  in  peace,  and  obey  the  laws ;  and  nothing  would  give  me  greater 
pleasure  than  to  see  reconciliation  and  tranquillity  everywhere  prevail, 
and  thereby  remove  all  necessity  for  the  presence  of  troops  among  them. 
I  regret,  however,  to  say  that  this  state  of  things  does  not  exist,  nor 
does  its  existence  seem  to  be  desired  in  some  localities ;  and  as  to  those 
it  may  be  proper  for  me  to  say  that,  to  the  extent  that  Congress  has 
conferred  power  upon  me  to  prevent  it,  neither  KuKIux-Klans,  White 
Leagues,  nor  any  other  association  using  arms  and  violence  to  execute 
their  unlawful  purposes,  can  be  permitted  in  that  way  to  govern  any 
part  of  this  country;  nor  can  I  see  with  indifference  Union  men  or  re- 
publicans ostracised,  persecuted,  and  murdered  on  account  of  their 
opinions,  as  they  now  are  in  some  localities. 

I  have  heretofore  urged  the  case  of  Louisiana  upon  the  attention  of 
Congress,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  its  inaction  has  produced  great 
evil. 

To  summarize :  In  September  last  an  armed,  organized  body  of  men,  in 
the  support  of  candidates  who  had  been  put  in  nomination  for  the  offices 
of  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  at  the  November  election,  in  1872, 
and  who  had  been  declared  not  elected  by  the  board  of  convassers, 
recognized  by  all  the  courts  to  which  the  question  had  been  submitted, 
undertook  to  subvert  and  overthrow  the  State  government  that  had  been 
recognized  by  me,  in  accordance  with  previous  precedents.  The  recog- 
nized governor  was  driven  from  the  State-house,  and,  but  for  his  finding 
shelter  in  the  United  States  custom-house,  in  the  capital  of  the  State  of 
which  he  was  governor,  it  is  scarcely  to  be  doubted  that  he  would  have 
been  killed. 

From  the  State-house,  before  he  had  been  driven  to  the  custom-house, 
a  call  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section,  fourth  article  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  for  the  aid  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment to  suppress  domestic  violence.  Under  those  circumstances, 
and  in  accordance  with  my  sworn  duties,  my  proclamation  of  the  15th  of 
September,  1874,  was  issued.  This  served  to  re-instate  Governor  Kel- 
logg to  his  position  nominally;  but  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  insur- 
gents have,  to  this  day,  surrendered  to  the  State  authorities  the  arms 
belonging  to  the  State,  or  that  they  have  in  any  sense  disarmed.    On 
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the  contrary,  it  is  known  that  the  same  armed  organizations  that  existed 
on  the  14th  of  September,  1874,  in  opposition  to  the  recognized  State 
government,  still  retain  their  organization,  equipments,  and  commanders, 
and  can  be  called  out  at  any  hour  to  resist  the  State  government.  Un- 
der these  circumstances,  the  same  military  force  has  been  continued  in 
Louisiana  as  was  sent  there  under  the  first  call,  and  under  the  same 
general  instructions.  I  repeat  that  the  task  assumed  by  the  troops  is 
not  a  pleasant  one  to  them  ;  that  the  Army  is  not  composed  of  lawyers 
capable  of  judging  at  a  moment's  notice  of  just  how  far  they  can  go  in 
the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  and  that  it  was  impossible  to  give 
specific  instructions  providing  for  all  possible  contingencies  that  might 
arise.  The  troops  were  bound  to  act  upon  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
manding officer  upon  each  sudden  contingency  that  arose,  or  wait  in- 
structions which  could  only  reach  them  after  the  threatened  wrongs 
had  been  committed  which  they  were  called  on  to  prevent.  It  should 
be  recollected,  too,  that  upon  my  recognition  of  the  Kellogg  govern- 
ment, I  reported  the  fact,  with  the  grounds  of  recognition,  to  Congress, 
and  asked  that  body  to  take  action  in  the  matter ;  otherwise,  I  should 
regard  their  silence  as  an  acquiescence  in  my  course.  No  action  has 
been  taken  by  that  body,  and  1  have  maintained  the  position  then 
marked  out. 

If  error  has  been  committed  by  the  Army  in  these  matters,  it  has 
always  been  on  the  side  of  the  preservation  of  good  order,  the  mainte- 
nance of  law,  and  the  protection  of  life.  Their  bearing  reflects  credit 
upon  the  soldiers,  and  if  wrong  has  resulted,  the  blame  is  with  the  tur- 
bulent element  surrounding  them. 

I  now  earnestly  ask  that  such  action  be  taken  by  Congress  as  to  leave 
my  duties  perfectly  clear  in  dealing  with  the  affairs  of  Louisiana,  giv- 
ing assurance  at  the  same  time  that  whatever  may  be  done  by  that  body 
in  the  premises  will  be  executed  according  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of 
the  law,  without  fear  or  favor. 

I  herewith  transmit  copies  of  documents  containing  more  specific  in- 
formation as  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  resolution.

President  of  the  United  States  this  day  approved  and  signed  an  net 
(S.  1044)  to  provide  lor  the  resumption  of  st>ecie-payments ;  and  accom- 
panying this  announcement,  I  am  instructed  to  deliver  to  the  Senate  a 
message  in  writing. 
The  message  of  the  President  was  read,  as  follows : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

Senate  bill  No.  1044,  "  to  provide  for  the  resumption  of  specie-pay- 
ments,'^ is  before  me,  and  this  day  receives  my  signature  of  approval. 

1  venture  upon  this  unusual  method  of  conveying  the  notice  of  ap- 
proval to  the  ^^  house  in  which  the  measure  originated,"  because  of  its 
great  importance  to  the  country  at  large,  and  in  order  to  suggest  fur- 
ther legislation  which  seems  to  me  essential  to  make  this  law  effective. 

It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  a  measure  has  become  law  whick 
fixes  a  date  when  specie  resumption  shall  commence,  and  implies  an 
obligation  on  the  part  of  Congress — if  in  its  power — to  give  such  legis- 
lation as  may  prove  necessary  to  redeem  this  promise. 

To  this  end,  1  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  few  suggestions: 

First.  The  necessity  of  an  increased  revenue  to  carry  out  the  obliga- 
tion of  adding  to  the  sinking-fund  annually  one  per  cent,  of  the  public 
debt,  amounting  now  to  about  thirty-four  millions  of  dollars  per  annum, 
and  to  carry  out  the  promises  of  this  measure  to  redeem,  under  certain 
contingencies,  eighty  millions  of  the  present  legal  tenders,  and,  without 
contingency,  the  fractional  currency  now  in  circulation. 

How  to  increase  the  surplus  revenue  is  for  Congress  to  devise,  but  I 
will  venture  to  suggest  that  the  duty  on  tea  and  coffee  might  be  restored 
without  i>ermanently  enhancing  the  cost  to  the  consumers,  and  that 
the  ten  per  cent,  horizontal  reduction  of  the  tariff  on  articles  specifled 
in  the  law  of  June  6,  1872,  be  repealed.  The  supply  of  tea  and  coffee 
already  on  hand  in  the  United  States  would  in  all  probability  be  ad- 
vanced in  price  by  adopting  this  measure.  But  it  is  known  that  the 
adoption  of  free  entry  to  those  articles  of  necessity  did  not  cheapen  them, 
but  merely  added  to  the  profits  of  the  countries  producing  them,  or  of 
the  middle-men  in  those  countries,  who  have  the  exclusive  trade  in 
them. 

Second.  The  first  section  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  provides 
that  the  fractional  currency  shall  be  redeemed  in  silver  coin  as  rapidly 
as  practicable.  There  is  no  provision  preventing  the  fluctuation  in  the 
value  of  the  paper  currency.  With  gold  at  a  premium  of  anything  over 
10  per  cent,  above  the  currency  in  use,  it  is  probable,  almost  certain, 
that  silver  would  be  bought  up  for  exportation  as  fast  as  it  was  put  out, 
or  until  change  would  become  so  scarce  as  to  make  the  premium  on  it 
equal  to  the  premium  on  gold,  or  sufiiciently  high  to  make  it  no  longer 
profitable  to  buy  for  export,  thereby  causing  a  direct  loss  to  the  com- 
munity at  large  and  great  embarrassment  to  trade. 

As  the  present  law  commands  final  resumption  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1879,  and  as  the  gold  receipts  by  the  Treasury  are  larger  than  the 
gold  payments  and  the  currency  receipts  are  smaller  than  the  currency 
payments,  thereby  making  monthly  sales  of  gold  necessary  to  meet  cur- 
rent currency  expenses,  it  occurs  to  me  that  these  difiiculties  might  be^ 
remedied  by  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  redeem  leg  >\- 
teuder  notes  whenever  presented  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  and  multiples  thereof,  at  a  premium  for  gold  of  ten  per  cent,  less 
interest  at  the  rate  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the 
Ist  day  of  January,  1875,  to  the  date  of  putting  this  law  into  opera 
tiou,  and  diminishing  this  premium  at  the  same  rate  until  final  resump- 
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tion,  changing  the  rate  of  premiom  demanded  from  time  to  time  as  the 
interest  amounts  to  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent.  1  suggest  this  rate  of 
interest  because  it  would  bring  currency  at  par  with  gold  at  the  date 
fixed  by  law  for  final  resumption.  I  suggest  ten  per  cent,  as  the  demand 
premium  at  the  beginning,  because  J  l^iieve  this  rate  would  insure  the 
retention  of  silver  in  the  country  for  change. 

The  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  will  prevent  combina- 
tions being  made  to  exhaust  the  Treasury  of  coin. 

With  such  a  law  it  is  presumable  that  no  gold  would  be  called  for  not 
required  tor  legitimate  business  purposes.     When  large  amounts  of  coin 
should  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  correspondingly  large  amounts  of 
currency  would  be  withdrawn  from  circulation,  thus  causing  a  sufficient 
stringency  in  currency  to  stop  the  outward  flow  of  coin. 

The  advantages  of  a  currency  of  a  fixed  known  value  would  also  be 
reached.  Tn  my  opinion,  by  the  enactment  of  such  a  law,  business  and 
industries  would  revive,  and  the  beginning  of  prosperity  on  a  firm  basis 
would  be  reached. 

Other  means  of  increasing  revenue  than  those  suggested  should  prob- 
ably be  devised,  and  also  other  legislation. 

In  fact,  to  carry  out  the  first  section  of  the  act,  another  mint  becomes 
a  necessity.  With  the  present  facilities  for  coinage,  it  would  take  a  pe- 
riod probably  beyond  that  fixed  b>  law  for  final  specie  resumption  to 
coin  the  silver  necessary  to  trausa^^t  the  business  of  the  country. 

There  are  now  smelting-furnaces  for  extracting  the  silver  and  gold 
from  the  ores  brought  from  the  mountain  Territories,  in  Chicago,  Saint 
Louis,  and  Omaha — three  in  the  former  city — and  as  much  of  the  change 
required  will  be  wanted  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  States,  an<l  as  the 
metals  to  be  coined  come  from  west  of  those  States,  and,  as  I  under- 
stand, the  charges  for  transportation  of  bullion  from  either  of  the  cities 
named  to  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia,  or  to  New  York  City,  amount  to  four 
dollars  for  each  one  thousand  dollars'  worth,  with  an  equal  expense  for 
transportation  back,  it  would  seem  a  fair  argument  in  favor  of  adopting 
one  or  more  of  those  cities  as  the  place  or  places  for  the  establishment 
of  new  coining  facilities. 

I  have  ventured  upon  this  subject  with  great  diffidence,  because  it  is 
so  unusual  to  approve  a  measure — as  I  most  heartly  do  this,  even  if  no 
further  legislation  is  attainable  at  this  time^-and  to  announce  the  fact 
by  message.  But  I  do  so  because  I  feel  that  it  is  a  subject  of  such  vital 
importance  to  the  whole  country  that  it  should  receive  the  attention  of, 
and  be  discussed  by.  Congress  and  the  people  through  the  press,  and  iu 
every  way,  to  the  end  that  the  best  and  most  satisfactory  course  may  be 
reached  of  executing  what  I  deem  most  beneficial  legislation  on  a  most 
vital  question  to  the  interests  and  prosperity  of  the  nation.

and  returns  in  relation  to  tonnage,  and  to  the  registration,  enrollment, 
and  licensing  of  vessels,  now  required  by  law  to  be  made  by  collectors 
and  other  officers  of  the  customs  to  the  Register  of  the  Treasury,  shall 
hereafter  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Commerce  and  Statistics ; 
and  all  the  duties  now  by  law  devolving  upon  the  Register  of  the  Treas-

The  following  message  was  received  from  tbe  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Babcock,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

Id  my  anuaal  message  of  December  1, 1873,  while  inviting  general 
attention  to  all  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
your  special  consideration  was  invited  to  "  the  importance  of  preparing 
for  war  in  time  of  peace  by  providing  proper  armament  for  our  sea-coast 
defenses.  Proper  armament  is  of  vastly  more  importance  than  fortifi- 
cations. Tbe  latter  can  be  supplied  very  speedily  for  temporary  pur- 
poses when  needed  ;  the  former  cannot^ 

These  views  gain  increased  strength  and  pertinence  as  the  years  roll 
by,  and  I  have  now  again  the  honor  to  call  special  attention  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  <^ armament  of  our  fortifications"  and  the  absolute  neces- 
sity for  immediate  provision  by  Congress  for  tbe  procurement  of  heavy 
cannon.  The  large  expenditures  required  to  supply  the  number  of  guns 
for  our  forts  is  tbe  strongest  argument  that  can  be  adduced  for  a  liberal 
annual  appropriation  for  their  gradual  accumulation.  In  time  of  war 
such  preparations  cannot  be  made ;  cannon  cannot  be  purchased  in  open 
market,  nor  manufactured  at  short  notice ;  they  must  be  the  product  of 
years  of  experience  and  labor. 

I  herewith  inclose  copies  of  a  report  of  tbe  Chief  of  Ordnance  and  of 
a  board  of  ordnance  officers  on  the  trial  of  an  eight-inch  rifle  converted 
from  a  ten-inch  smooth-bore,  which  shows  very  conclusively  an  economi- 
cal means  of  utilizing  these  useless  smooth-bores  and  making  them  into 
eight-inch  rifles  capable  of  piercing  seven  inches  of  iron.  The  twelve 
hundred  and  ninety-four  ten-inch  Kodman  guns  should,  in  my  opinion, 
be  so  utilized,  and  the  appropriation  requested  by  the  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance of  $:i50,000  to  commence  these  conversions  is  urgently  recom- 
mended. 

While  convinced  of  the  economy  and  necessity  of  these  conversions, 
the  determination  of  the  best  and  most  economical  method  of  providing 
guns  of  still  larger  caliber  should  no  longer  be  delayed.  Tbe  experience 
of  other  nations,  based  on  tbe  new  conditions  of  defense  brought  prom- 
inently forward  by  tbe  introduction  of  ironclads  into  every  navy  afloat, 
demands  heavier  metal  and  rifle-guns  of  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in 
caliber.  These  enormous  masses,  hurling  a  shot  of  seven  hundred 
pounds,  can  alone  meet  many  of  the  requirements  of  the  national  defenses. 
They  must  be  provided,  and  experiments  on  a  large  scale  can  alone  give 
tbe  data  necessary  for  the  determination  of  tbe  question.  A  suitable 
proving-ground,  with  all  the  facilities  and  conveniences  referred  to  by  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance,  with  a  liberal  annual  appropriation,  is  an  undoubted 
necessity.  Tbe  guns  now  ready  for  trial  cannot  be  experimented  with 
without  funds,  and  tbe  estimate  of  $250,000  for  the  purpose  is  deemed 
reasonable  and  is  strongly  recommended. 

The  constant  appeals  for  legislation  on  the  "  armament  of  fortifica- 
tions" ought  no  longer  to  be  disregarded,  if  Congress  desires  in  peace 
to  prepare  the  important  material  without  which  future  wars  must  in- 
evitably lead  to  disaster. 

This  subject  is  submitted  with  the  hope  that  the  consideration  it 
deserves  may  be  given  it  at  the  present  session.

improvements  between  Lakes  Superior  and  Huron  and  Lakes  Huron  and 
Erie,  the  thorough  and  systematic  improvements  of  the  Ohio  and  Kansas 
Rivers,  and  of  the  Tennessee  River,  are  works  of  great  national  im- 
portance and  of  immediate  and  pressing  necessity,  which,  when  com- 
pleted, will  reduce  the  cost  of  transportation,  and  thereby  diminish  the 
burdens  now  borne  by  the  industrial  interests  of  the  country :  There- 
fore, 

Resolved^  That  in  addition  to  the  usual  and  necessary  appropriations 
made  in  tbe  river  and  harbor  bill  for  works  already  under  the  charge  of 
the  Government,  rncludiug  the  Missouri  River,  the  Committee  on  Com- 
merce be  instructed  to  insert  in  said  bill  such  sums  as  in  their  judgment 
(having  due  regard  to  tbe  recommendations  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers, 
and  of  the  commissioners  appointed  upon  the  improvement  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi)  can  be  judiciously  and  economically  expended  during 
the  next  fiscal  year  upon  the  improvements  above  indicated,  looking  to 
their  speedy  completion  and  the  wants  of  our  rapidly-increasing  internal 
commerce.

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution 
of  the  Senate  of  the  3d  instant,  all  the  information  in  my  possession  not 
heretofore  furnished,  relating  to  affairs  in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

I  will  venture  to  express  the  opinion  that  all  the  testimony  shows  that 
in  the  election  of  1872  Joseph  Brooks  was  lawfully  elected  governor  of 
that  State;  that  he  has  been  unlawtully  deprived  of  the  possession  of 
his  office  since  that  time;  that  in  1874  the  constitution  of  the  State  was 
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by  violence,  intiiuidation,  and  revolutionary  ])roceedings  overthrown, 
and  a  new  constitution  adopted  and  a  new  State  government  establinheil. 

These  procee<^Iing8,  if  permitted  to  stand,  practically  ignore  all  rights 
of  minorities  in  all  the  States.  Also,  what  is  there  to  prevent  each  of 
the  States  recently  readmitted  to  Federal  relations  on  certain  condi- 
tions, changing  their  constitutions  and  violating  their  pledges,  if  this 
action  in  Arkansas  is  acquiesced  in  f 

I  respectfully  submit  whether  jl  precedent  so  dangerous  to  the  stability 
of  State  government,  if  not  of  the  National  Government  also,  should  be 
recognized  by  Congress.  I  earnestly  ask  that  Congr*»ss  will  take  definite 
action  in  this  matter  to  relieve  the  Executive  from  acting  upon  questions 
which  should  be  decided  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.

A  message  from  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  by  Mr.  McPherson,  its 
Clerk: 

Mr.  President:  The  House  of  Bepresentatives  has  agreed  to  the 
amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  bill  of  the  House  (H.  B.  2103)  giving 
the  approval  and  sanction  of  Congress  to  the  route  and  termini  of  the 
Anacostia  and  Potomac  Biver  Bailroad,  and  to  regulate  its  construction 
and  operation.

unless  any  such  child  has  received  from  said  Board  of  Education  a  cer- 
tificate of  having  attained  such  amount  of  instruction,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  such  person  to  cause,  to  the  best  of  the  authority  and  means  of 
said  person,  such  child  to  attend  such  public  schools,  or  some  good 
private  school  or  instruction,  during  such  school-attending  age,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  fourteen  weeks  of  each  year,  eight  of  which  shall  be 
consecutive,  from  its  sixth  year  to  its  eighteenth ;  but  two  evenings  of 
attendance  of  any  public  or  good  private  evening-school  shall  be  the 
equivalent  of  one  day's  attendance  at  a  day-school.  Any  certificate 
from  the  Board  of  Education,  under  its  seal,  touching  any  matter  within

Strike  out  "redemption  cities,"  in  line  27,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  cities  named  in  section  5192  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  one  of  the  StaMs  of  Oregon,  California,  and  Nevada,  or  in  the 
Territories. 

And  the  Senate  agree  to  the  same. 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the  second  amend- 
ment of  the  Senate,  and  agree  to  the  same.

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  bill  (H.  R.  No.  3080)  to 
authorize  the  Seneca  Nation  of  New  York  Indians  to  lease  lands  within 
the  Cattaraugus  and  Allegany  reservations,  and  to  confirm  existing 
leases,  having  met,  after  a  full  and  free  conference  have  agreed  to 
recommend,  and  do  recommend,  to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments,  and  that  the  fourth 
section  of  the  bill  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  be  inserted:  All 
leases  of  land  situate  within  the  limits  of  said  villages  tchen  established  as 
hei'einbefore  provided,  except  those  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this 
a>ct,  in  which  Indians  of  said  Seneca  Nation,  or  persons  claiming  under 
them,  are  lessors,  shall  he  valid  and  binding  upon  the  parties  thereto,  and 
upon  said  Seneca  Nation,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  a>ct,  except  such  a«  by  their  terms  may  expire  at  an  earlier  date; 
and  at  the  end  of  said  period,  or  at  the  expiration  of  such  leases  as  terminate 
within  that  time,  said  nation,  through  its  counselors,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
possession  of  the  said  lands,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  lease  the  same : 
Provided,  however.  That  at  the  expiration  of  said  period,  or  the  termination 
of  said  leases,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  said  leases  shall  be  renewable  for 
periods  not  exceeding  twelve  years,  and  the  persons  who  may  be  at  such  time 
the  owner  or  owners  of  improvements  erected  upon  such  lands  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  renewed  leases,  and  to  continue  in  possession  of  such  lands,  on  such 
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conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  him  or  them  and  such  counselors;  and 
in  case  they  cannot  agree  upon  the  conditions  of  such  leases  or  the  amount 
of  annual  rents  to  bepaid^  then  the  said  counselors  shall  appoint  one  person 
and  the  other  party  or  parties  shall  choose  one  person  as  referee  to  fix  and 
determine  the  terms  of  such  lease  and  tlie  amount  of  ann%Ml  rent  to  be  paid  ; 
and  if  the  two  so  appointed  and  chosen  cannot  agree j  they  shall  choose  athird 
person  to  act  with  them^  tlie  award  of  whom  or  the  major  part  of  whom  shall 
be  final  and  binding  upon  the  parties  ;  and  the  person  or  persons  oxcning 
said  improvement  sfmll  be  entitled  to  a  lease  of  said  land  and  to  occupy  and 
improve  the  same  according  to  the  terms  of  said  awards  he  or  they  paying  rent 
and  otherwise  complying  with  the  said  lease  or  said  award  ;  and  whenever 
any  lease  shall  expire  after  its  renewal  as  aforesaid^  it  may^  at  the  option  of 
the  lessee,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  be  renewed  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pro- 
mded. 

And  the  House  agree  to  the  same. 

The  cotnmittee  of  confereuce  further  recommend  for  the  consideration 
of  the  two  Houses  that  the  first  section  of  the  bill  be  stricken  out,  and 
the  first  two  lines  of  the  second  section  be  stricken  out,  and  that  the 
following  be  inserted:

Mr.  Cragin  presented  a  petition  of  physicians  of  New  Hampshire, 
praying  for  such  legislation  as  will  further  promote  the  efficiency  of  the 
Medical  Corps  of  the  Army;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs. 

Mr.  Lewis  presented  a  petition  of  soldiers  of  the  late  war,  praying 
for  the  equalization  of  bounties  to  all  soldiers  disabled  in  the  line  of 
duty ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.

Whereas  objects  of  interest  to  the  United  States  require  that  the 
Senate  should  be  convened  at  12  o'clock  on  the  5th  of  March  next,  to 
receive  and  act  upon  such  communications  as  may  be  made  to  it  on  the 
part  of  the  Executive,  now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of 
the  United  States,  have  considered  it  to  be  my  duty  to  issue  this  my 
proclamation,  declaring  that  an  extraordinary  occasion  requires  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States  to  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business* 
at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  5th  day  of  Marchi 
next,  at  12  o'clock  at  noon  on  that  day,  of  which  all  who  shall  at  that 
time  be  entitled  to  act  as  members  of  that  body  are  hereby  required  ta 
take  notice.

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'  EXECUTIVE  PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
FROM  WHICH  THE  INJUNCTION  OF  SECRECY  HAS  BEEN  REMOVED 
DURING  THE  SECOND  SESSION  OF  THE  FORTY-THIRD  CONGRESS,  COM- 
MENCING DECEMBER  7,  1874. 

THURSDAY,  December  10,  1874. 

Ordered^  That  the  ji\janction  of  secrecy  be  removed  fh)m  the  reports 
of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  on  the  Zollverein  treaty,  made 
in  executive  session  by  Mr.  Choate,  June  14, 1844,  and  by  Mr.  Archer, 
February  26, 1845. 

In  Executive  Session,  Senate  United  States,  June  14, 1844. 

Mr.  Choate  made  the  following  report,  wbich  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations^  to  tchom  was  referred  the  message  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  transmitting  a  commercial  convention 
hetxceen  the  United  States  and  Prussia  and  the  other  States  of  the  Oer- 
manic  Confederation  of  Custofns  and  Commerce^  and  to  whom  was 
referred  the  said  convention^  report : 

That  the  Senate  ought  not  to  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of 
the  convention  aforesaid.  "^ 

In  submitting  this  report,  the  committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  say 
anything  on  the  general  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  conven- 
tion, or  on  the  details  of  the  actual  arrangement;  nor  to  attempt  to  deter- 
mine, by  the  weight  and  measure  of  the  reciprocal  concessions,  which  gov- 
ernment, if  either,  has  the  best  of  the  transaction.  These  subjects 
have  not  escaped  their  notice;  but  they  propose  to  confine  themselves 
to  a  very  brief  exhibition  of  another  and  single  ground,  upon  which, 
without  reference  to  the  particular  merits  of  the  treaty,  they  advise 
against  its  ratification. 

The  committee,  then,  are  not  prepared  to  sanction  so  large  art  innova- 
tion upon  ancient  and  uniform  practice,  in  respect  of  the  department  of 
Goternment  by  which  duties  on  imports  shall  be  imposed.  The  conven- 
tion which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Senate  changes  duties  which  have 
been  laid  by  law.  It  changes  them  either  e.r  directo^  and  by  its  own  viejor, 
or  it  engages  the  faith  of  the  nation  and  the  faith  of  the  legislature, 
through  which  the  nation  acts,  to  make  the  change.  In  either  aspect, 
it  is  the  President  and  Senate  who,  by  the  instrumentality  of  negotia- 
tion, repeal  or  materially  vary  regulations  of  commerce  and* laws  of 
revenue  which  Congress  had  ordained.  More  than  this :  the  executive 
department,  by  the  same  instrumentality  of  negotiation,  places  it 
beyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  exceed  the  stipulated  maximum  of 
impost  duties,  for  at  least  three  years,  whatever  exigency  may  inter- 
vene to  require  it. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  legislature  is  the  department 
of  Government  by  which  commerce  should  be  regulated  and  laws  of 
revenue  be  passed.  The  Constitution,  in  terms,  communicates  the 
power  to  regulate  commerce  and  to  impose  duties  to  that  department. 
It  communicates  it,  in  terms,  to  no  other.  Without  engaging  at  all  in 
an  examination  of  the  extent,  limits,  and  objects  of  the  power  to  make 
treaties,  the  committee  believe  that  the  general  rule  of  our  system  is, 
indisputably,  that  the  control  of  tnule  and  the  function  of  taxing  belong, 
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vithoiit  abridgment  or  participation,  to  Congress.  Tbey  infer  this  from 
the  language  of  the  Constitution,  from  the  nature  and  principles  of  our 
Government,  from  the  theory  of  republican  liberty  itself,  from  the  un- 
varied practice,  evidencing  the  universal  belief  of  all,  in  all  periods, 
and  of  all  parties  and  opinions.  They  think,  too,  that,  as  the  general 
rule,  the  representatives  of  the  people,  sitting  in  their  legislative  capac- 
ity, with  open  doors,  under  the  eye  of  the  country,  communicating  freely 
with  their  constituents,  may  exercise  this  power  more  intelligently,  more 
discreetly;  may  acquire  more  accurate  and  more  minute  information 
concerning  the  employments  and  the  interests  on  which  this  description 
of  measures  will  press ;  and  may  better  discern  what  true  policy  pre- 
scribes and  rejects,  than  is  within  the  competence  of  the  Executive 
Department  of  the  Government. 

To  follow,  not  to  lead;  to  fulfill,  not  to  ordain,  the  law;  to  carry  into 
effect,  by  negotiation  and  compact  with  foreign  governments,  the  legis- 
lative will,  when  it  has  been  announced,  upon  the  great  subjects  of  trade 
and  revenue ;  not  to  interpose  with  controlling  influence,  not  to  go  for- 
ward with  too  ambitious  enterprise — these  seem  to  the  committee  to  be 
the  appropriate  functions  of  the  Executive. 

Holding  this  to  be  the  general  rule  upon  the  'subject,  the  committee 
discern  nothing  in  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  nothing  in  the  object 
to  be  attained  or  in  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  attaining  it,  which 
should  induce  a  departure  from  the  rule*  If  Congress  think  the  proposed 
arrangement  a  beneficial  one,  it  is  quite  e^sy  to  pass  a  law  which  shall 
impose  the  rates  of  duties  contemplated  by  it,  to  take  effect  when  satis^ 
factory  information  is  conveyed  to  the  President  that  the  stipulated 
equivalents  are  properly  secured. 

Upon  this  single  ground,  then,  the  committee  advise  that  the  treaty 
be  rejected.  It  may  help  to  reconcile  the  JSeuate  to  this  conclusion  if 
they  add,  that  they  do  not  regard  the  stipulated  concessions  of  the 
foreign  contracting  power  as  in  any  degree  equivalent  to  the  considera- 
tions by  which  we  obtain  them.  Against  the  imposition  of  a  duty  on 
cotton,  and  against  the  enhancement  of  the  duty  on  rice,  we  have  in  the 
enlightened  self  interest  of  Germany  all,  or  almost  all,  the  security 
which  we  could  have  iu  her  plighted  faith,  sacred  and  inviolable  as  that 
would  ever  be. 

The  gain  to  the  United  States  is  confined  to  a  restriction  of  the  duty  on 
lard  to  137  cents  on  the  centner,  a  measure  of  weight  equivalent  to  113 
pounds ;  and  the  reduction  of  the  imposition  on  tobacco  in  leaf  of  about 
a  cent,  and  on  the  stems  of  tobacco  of  a  cent  and  a  third  i>er  pound. 
On  a  liberal  estimate  of  the  addition  which  might  be  expected  in  the 
consumption  of  tobacco  from  this  rate  of  reduction  of  duty,  in  the 
States  of  the  Zollverein.  it  cannot  be  counted  as  extending  beyond  a 
few  thousand,  say  from  five  to  six  thousand,  hogsheads  a  year.  This 
estimate  is  formed  on  the  rate  of  progression,  for  some  years  past,  of  the 
exports  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States  to  Germany.  The  price  of 
tobacco,  independently  of  the  reduction  which  might  follow  a  diminished 
rate  of  duty,  is  alreaidy  so  moderate  in  the  Zollverein  States,  that  in- 
creased consumption  to  any  considerable  extent  can  hardly  be  inferred 
as  the  eSect  of  the  diminution. 

Such,  then,  is  the  paucity  of  advantages  promised  from  the  acceptance 
of  the  treaty.  To  these  are  to  be  opposed  the  reductions  of  duty  con- 
ceded in  compensiition,  extending  to  whole  classes  and  large  varieties 
of  articles  comprehended  in  our  present  tariff,  and  descending  to  rates 
of  twenty,  fifteen,  and  ten  per  cent. 
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Abticlb  L 

The  United  States  of  America  agree  not  to  impose  dnties  on  the  im« 
portation  of  the  following  articles,  the  growth,  produce,  and  roannfactnre 
of  the  States  of  the  Germanic  Association  of  Cnstoms  and  Commerce, 
exceeding— 

I.  Twenty  per  centum  ad  ralorem  on  the  importation  of-» 

1.  All  woolen,  worsted,  and  cotton  mitts,  caps,  and  bindings,  and 
woolen,  worsted,  and  cotton  hosiery — that  is  to  say,  stockings,  socks, 
drawers,  shirts,  and  all  other  similar  manafactures  made  on  frames; 

2.  On  all  musical  instruments,  of  every  kind,  except  piano-fortes. 

II.  Fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem  on  the  importation  of — 

1.  All  articles  manufactured  of  flax  or  hemp,  or  of  which  flax  or  hemp 
shall  be  the  component  part  of  chief  value,  except  cotton>bagging  or 
any  other  manufacture  suitable  for  the  uses  to  which  cotton-bagging  is 
applied ; 

2.  All  manufactures  of  silk,  or  of  which  silk  shall  be  the  component 
part  of  chief  value  5 

3.  Thibet  merinos,  merino  shawls,  and  all  manufactures  of  combed 
wool,  or  of  worsted  and  silk  combined ; 

4%  Polished  plate-glass,  silvered  or  not  silvered,  small  pocket  looking* 
glasses,  from  three  to  ten  inches  long,  and  from  one  and  a  half  to  six  inches 
broad,  toys  of  every  description,  snuff-boxes  of  papier-mach^,  lead* 
pencils,  lithographic  stones,  and  wooden  clocks,  known  under  the  name 
of  Schwarewalder  clocks ; 

5.  Cologne- water,  needles,  bronze  wares  of  all  kinds,  planes,  scissors, 
scythes,  files,  saws,  and  fish-hooks,  gold,  silver,  and  copper  wire,  tin- 
foil, and  musical  strings  of  all  kinds ; 

6.  Leather  pocket-lK>oks  and  etuis,  and  all  sorts  of  similiar  fine-leather 
manufactures,  known  under  the  name  of  Offenbacher  fine-leather  fab- 
rics. 

III.  Ten  per  centum  ad  valorem  on  the  importation  of — 

1»  All  thread  laces  and  insertings,  laces,  galloons,  tresses,  tassels, 
knots,  stars  of  gold  and  silver,  fine  or  half  fine ; 

2.  Mineral  waters,  spelter,  and  hare's  wool,  dressed ; 

The  mere  statement,  independently  of  detailed  estimates,  which  the 
committee  has  had  no  time  to  mature,  demonstrates  on  its  face  the  in- 
equality of  the  concessions  of  the  treaty.  To  this  result  is  to  be  added 
the  loss  of  duties  to  the  United  States,  in  the  event  that  it  should  be  found 
that  the  reciprocal  engagements  of  our  Government  with  some  of  the 
other  foreign  powers,  as  regards  the  admission  of  commercial  inter- 
course on  the  terms  of  the  most  favored  nation,  should  compel  us  to 
receive  the  articles  of  their  production  or  manufacture  of  like  char- 
acter with  the  subjects  of  the  proposed  concessions  in  the  present 
treaty,  on  the  same  terms. 

In  every  view,  whether  of  the  constitutional  competency,  as  regards 
the  action  of  the  Senate  on  the  subject,  or  of  the  unequal  value  of  the 
stipulated  equivalents  provided  by  the  treaty,  the  committee  is  of 
opinion  that  it  can  assert  no  title  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Senate 
to  its  ratifications^ 
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In  Executive  Session,  Senate  United  States,  Febhuaey  26, 1845. 

Mr.  Archer  made  the  following;  report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  BelationSj  to  which  has  been  referred  the  message 
of  the  President  of  the  10th  of  December  last,  submitting  for  reconsidera- 
tion the  treaty  negotiated  between  tlie  German  Customs  Union  of  the  Zoll- 
verein  and  the  United  States  on  the  2Sd  of  Marchy  1844,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  report : 

This  convention  was  referred  to  this  committee  at  the  last  session  of 
Congress.  After  bestowing  the  consideration  due  to  the  importance  and 
interest  of  the  subject,  the  committee  recommended  that  the  convention 
be  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Senate.  The  recommendation  was  complied 
with,  and  the  time  has  expired  within  which,  if  ratified,  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  was  required  to  take  place.  The  object  of  the  commit- 
tee, in  their  recommendation,  was  to  reach  the  end  of  the  refusal  to  rat- 
ify the  convention  in  the  mode  most  conformable  to  the  comity  due  to 
the  parties  to  it. 

The  President,  not  apprehending  this  purpose  of  the  committee,  has 
seen  fit  to  ascribe  their  recommendations,  and  the  consequent  action  of 
the  Senate,  to  immature  advisement,  as  regards  the  merits  of  the  con- 
vention. 

In  this  view,  he  informs  the  Senate,  in  the  ^present  message,  that, 
having  reason  for  the  opinion  that  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  would  prove  no  insuperable  obstacle  to 
ratification  of  the  treaty  on  the  part  of  the  Zollverein,  if  the  Senate  should 
consent  and  advise  it,  he  had  caused  negotiations  to  be  re-opened,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  an  extension  of  the  period  for  the  interchange  of 
ratifications.  And  he  submits  again  to  the  Senate  the  policy  of  giving 
their  assent  to  the  treaty. 

The  committee  bestowed  on  the  reference  to  them  at  thelast  session  the 
mature  attention  due  to  the  interests  involved  in  the  inquiry,  and  the  dig- 
nity of  the  parties  to  the  convention.  They  were,  as  they  continued  to  be, 
fully  aware  of  the  value  of  the  commerce  subsisting  with  the  States  of 
the  Zollverein,  and  of  its  probable  extension,  from  the  industrious 
habits  and  advancing  condition  of  the  country.  They  are  aware,  too, 
of  the  general  absence  of  rivalry,  as  respects  the  subjects  of  production 
and  exchange  of  the  two  countries — a  consideration  suggesting  further 
and  strong  motives  to  cultivation  of  the  most  liberal  intercourse  with 
these  States. 

The  inducements  would  be  persuasive  in  these  views  to  the  adoption 
of  the  treaty.  The  committee,  notwithstanding,  felt  themselves  con- 
strained, at  the  last  session,  to  recommend  a  contrary  proceeding  to  the 
Senate.  They  have  revised  the  grounds  of  that  recommendation,  and 
find  no  adequate  reason  to  change  it,  as  expressed  in  their  last  year's 
report. 

In  that  report  they  examined  the  subject  in  two  aspects.  The  first 
related  to  the  propriety  of  interfering  with  the  established  usage,  leav- 
ing to  Congress  the  entire  discretion,  as  regards  the  arrangement  of 
imposts  by  treaty ;  the  second,  to  the  advantage  of  doing  so  in  the  pres- 
ent instance. 

In  the  report  they  say:  "The  committee,  then,  are  not  prepared  to 
sanction  so  large  an  innovation  upon  ancient  and  uniform  practice,  in 
31  s 
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respect  of  the  department  of  Government  by  whicb  dnties  on  imports 
shall  be  imposed.  Th«  convention  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Sen- 
ate changes  duties  which  have  been  laid  by  law.  It  changes  them  either 
ex  directOj  and  by  its  own  vigor,  or  it  engages  the  faith  of  the  nation  and 
the  faith  of  the  legislature,  through  which  the  nation  acts,  to  make  the 
change.  In  either  aspect,  it  is  the  President  and  Senate  who,  by  the 
instrumentality  of  negotiation,  repeal  or  materially  vary  regulations  of 
commerce  and  laws  of  revenue  which  Congress  had  ordained.  More 
than  this :  the  Executive  Department,  by  the  same  instrumentality  of 
negotiation,  places  it  beyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  exceed  the  stip- 
ulated maximum  of  impost  duties  for  at  least  three  years,  whatever  exi- 
gency may  intervene  to  require  it. 

"  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  legislature  is  the  department 
of  Government  by  which  commerce  should  be  regulated,  and  laws  of 
revenue  be  passed.  The  Constitution,  in  terms,  communicatee  the  power 
to  regulate  commerce  and  to  impose  duties  to  that  department.  It  com- 
municates it,  in  terms,  to  no  other.  Without  engaging  at  all  in  an  ex- 
amination of  the  extent,  limits,  and  objects  of  the  power  to  make  treaties, 
the  committee  believe  that  the  general  rule  of  our  system  is,  indisputa- 
bly, that  the  control  of  trade  and  the  function  of  taxing  belong,  with- 
out abridgment  or  participation,  to  Congress.  They  infer  this  from  the 
language  of  the  Constitution,  from  the  nature  and  principles  of  our 
Government,  from  the  theory  of  republican  liberty  itself,  from  the  un- 
varied practice,  evidencing  the  universal  belief  in  all  periods,  and  of  all 
parties  and  opinions.  They  think,  too,  that,  as  the  general  rule,  the 
representatives  of  the  i)eople,  sitting  in  their  legislative  capacity,  with 
open  doors,  under  the  eye  of  the  country,  communicating  freely  with 
their  constituents,  may  exercise  this  power  more  intelligently,  more  dis- 
creetly ;  may  acquire  more  accurate  and  more  minute  information  con- 
cerning the  employments  and  the  interests  on  which  this  description  of 
measures  will  press ;  and  may  better  discern  what  true  policy  prescribes 
and  rejects,  than  is  within  the  competence  of  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government. 

"  To  follow,  not  to  lead ;  to  fulfill,  not  to  ordain  the  law ;  to  carry  into 
effect,  by  negotiation  and  compact  with  foreign  governments,  the  legis- 
lative will,  when  it  has  been  announced,  upon  the  great  subjects  of 
trade  and  revenue ;  not  to  interpose  with  controlling  influence,  not  to 
go  forward  with  too  ambitious  enterprise — these  seem  to  the  committee 
to  be  the  appropriate  functions  of  the  Executive.'' 

The  committee  have  experienced  no  change  of  these  views.  The  fact 
of  the  President  and  Senate  being  invested  with  authority  to  control 
Congress  in  a  sphere  so  appropriate  to  its  jurisdiction,  furnishes  no  suffi- 
cient cause  for  the  exertion  of  the  authority,  unless  for  peculiar  reason 
of  injury  to  be  avoided,  or  advantage  realized,  which  legislation  may 
not  reach  with  the  same  facility  or  effect.  Eetaliatory  regulation,  when 
required  for  example,  may  be  best  arranged  or  obviated  by  treaties.  In 
such  cases  the  co-operation  of  Congress  may  always  be  expected,  with 
no  impairment  of  harmony  between  the  departments. 

The  question  has  been  debated,  how  far  Congress  would  be  bound  to 
give  effect,  in  cases  requiring  its  co-operation,  to  regulations  by  treaty 
on  subjects  put  within  its  express  province  by  the  Constitution.  Which- 
ever may  be  the  better  opinion,  the  doubt  supplies  reason  enough  against 
putting  the  question  to  trial  in  other  circumstances  than  those  in  which 
the  concurrence  of  Congress  may  be  safely  assumed.  And  the  reason 
is  the  stronger  for  this  forbearance,  from  the  fact  that,  in  the  contingency 
of  conflict,  it  would  be  not  the  interests  only,  but  the  faith,  too,  of  the 
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nation,  which  might  be  compromised,  as  this  would  have  been  commit- 
ted by  the  adoption  of  the  treaty  regulations. 

The  condition  of  the  Government  at  this  moment  is  of  peculiar  deli- 
cacy as  regards  the  arrangement  of  its  imposts.  Parties  have  been 
arrayed  with  vehemence,  and  the  greatest  sensibility  awakened  on  the 
subject.  Regulation  by  treaty  in  these  circumstances  would  doubtless 
be  carried  into  effect  by  the  House  of  Representatives.  But  the  temper 
in  which  the  supposed  intrusion  might  be  expected  to  be  received  would 
be  anything  but  cordial  or  placid.  Ought  not  the  occasion  to  be  con- 
siderable, the  motive  urgent,  to  warrant  the  exercise  of  the  authority 
at  this  cost  t  This  is  a  topic  requiring  only  to  be  displayed,  not  dwelt 
on. 

It  is  further  to  be  considered,  if  we  were  to  have  separate  regulation 
of  duties  with  the  various  powers  which  might  invite  or  desire  this 
course  of  action,  how  inconveniently  diversified  and  mottled  our  tariff 
system  might  soon  become,  while  we  should  be  precluded  from  simplify- 
ing and  restoring  it  to  uniformity  and  symmetry,  by  engagements  we 
were  not  at  liberty  to  retire  from,  or  which  we  could  only  retract  at  the 
hazard  of  disturbing  harmony,  and  possibly  inciting  changes  of  tariff 
unfavorable  to  our  interests. 

We  have  at  this  time  treaty  stipulations  with  twenty-one  foreign 
states,  engaging  that  their  articles  of  produce  or  manufacture,  respect- 
ively, shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  no  higher  or  other  duties,  on  im- 
portation into  the  United  States,  than  shall  be  payable  on  the  like 
articles  front  other  countries.  We  say  that  this  pledge  does  not  preclude 
us  from  changes  of  our  rates  of  duty  for  equivalents,  without  letting 
other  powers  U)  participation,  unless  in  the  render  of  the  same  equiva- 
lents by  these  other  powers.  Let  this  view  be  granted  to  be  correct.  Is 
it  not  true,  nevertheless,  that  others  might  be  found  to  contest  this  con- 
struction ;  and,  while  they  could  not  prevail  on  us  to  abandon  it,  might 
still  seek  occasion  of  dissatisfaction  on  our  refusal,  possibly  to  the  ex- 
treme of  introducing  change  to  our  disadvantage  in  their  tariffs  t  The 
consequence  may  not  be  hazarded  on  light  inducements  in  any  event. 

If  we  make  regulations  of  reduction  and  favor,  in  regard  to  articles  from 
a  foreign  country,  unless  (the  instances  of  which  are  rare)  they  are  peculiar 
to  that  country,  the  operation  will  not  be  confined  to  these  articles,  but 
extend  to  all  of  the  same  class  from  all  countries ;  or,  it  may  be,  have  the 
effect  to  derange  the  established  channels  of  trade,  not  in  these  classes 
of  articles  only,  but  much  larger  classes  in  connection  with  these,  as 
having  formed  their  associates  in  importation  from  the  same  country. 
The  committee  do  not  feel  required  to  expand  and  assign  their  full  de- 
velopment to  views  of  this  character ;  they  regard  it  their  duty,  how- 
ever, to  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate  for  a  better  and  wiser 
consideration,  with  the  expression  of  the  opinion  that  they  are  worthy 
of  that  consideration.  The  effect  of  granting  reductions  of  impost  on 
the  revenue  of  the  country  is,  in  this  view,  not  to  be  confined  to  the 
mere  estimate  of  the  articles  to  be  introduced  from  the  country  with 
which  the  stipulation  for  the  reduction  has  been  made.  The  reduction 
must  affect  the  articles  of  the  same  class  from  all  cx)untries,  and  of 
course  the  revenue  which  the  duties  on  them  will  afford. 

Such,  in  a  condensed  form,  are  the  views  which  the  committee  enter- 
tain, as  regards  the  general  question  of  the  propriety  and  policy  of  in- 
terference, by  regulations  of  treaty,  with  the  tariff  arrangements  of  the 
Government.  The  power  under  the  Constitution  to  interfere  is  not  con- 
tested. The  possible  occurrence  of  occasions  in  which  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  exert  it  is  not  disputed.    Bat  the  opinion  is  intended  to  be  ex- 
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pressed,  that  the  occasion  should  be  marked  by  the  promise  of  very  so- 
I)erior  advantage,  or  lie  out  of  the  convenient  reach  of  the  exertion  of 
the  ordinary  power  of  Congress. 

And  this  remark  introduces  the  inquiry,  whether  an  occasion  of  this 
character  is  ofifered  in  the  instance  of  the  present  convention.  The  com- 
mittee, in  their  report  of  last  year,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  balance 
of  equivalents  would  be  found  against  the  United  States.  At  the  period 
of  expressing  this  opinion,  from  the  advanced  stage  of  the  session,  time 
had  not  been  afforded  to  cause  estimates  to  be  made,  founded  on  ofScial 
documents  or  other  statistical  information.  These  have  now  been  di- 
rected, and  the  result  appears  to  be  as  follows : 

The  value  of  imports  into  the  United  States  from  the  States  of  the 
ZoUverein,  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  treaty,  in  the  year  1842, 
-Was  $391,426 ;  and  upon  this  value,  had  the  treaty  been  in  operation, 
there  would  have  been  a  difference  between  the  duties  under  the  tariff 
of  1843  and  under  this  treaty  of  $54,089.  The  value  of  those  imports, 
for  the  nine  months  ending  the  30th  of  June,  1843,  was  $149,430,  and 
the  difference  in  the  amount  of  duties  would  have  been  $24,514. 

The  value  of  the  articles  of  export  from  the  United  States  to  the 
ZoUverein,  mentioned  in  the  treaty,  in  the  year  1842,  amounted  to 
$3,145,612;  upon  which  value,  the  reduction  of  duty  on  tobacco,  &c., 
would  have  been,  under  the  treaty,  about  $357,300 ;  and  the  value  of 
the  same  articles  for  the  nine  mouths  ending  30th  June,  1843,  was 
$2,236,285,  the  reduction  of  duty  being  about  $205,457.  From  this 
statement,  it  would  appear  that,  had  the  treaty  been  in  force  in  the  year 
1842,  the  difference  in  the  duties,  in  favor  of  the  United  States,  would 
have  been  about  $300,000,  and  about  $180,000  for  the  nine  months  end- 
ing the  30th  of  June,  1843;  while  the  difference  to  the  planters  from 
the  reduction  of  price  in  the  year  1842  was  $572,732. 

These  particulars  are  founded  upon  the  supposition  that  the  entire  ex- 
portation to  the  Hanse  Towns  would  equal  the  whole  of  the  exports  to  the 
ZoUverein.  Giving  this  arrangement  the  most  favorable  aspect,  it  would 
appear  that  in  1842,  had  it  been  in  operation,  the  reduction  of  the  duty 
there,  upon  the  article  of  tobacco,  might  have  been  $300,000 ;  which,  how- 
ever, for  the  ensuing  nine  months,  decreased  to  the  sum  of  $180,000 ;  and 
which  decrease,  from  the  large  quantity  of  tobacco  recently  raised  in  Prus- 
sia and  the  other  States  of  the  ZoUverein,  is  destined  to  continue  to 
decrease  until  their  home-supply  shall  equal  the  demand ;  for  it  would 
appear,  from  good  authority,  that  there  was  raised  in  those  countries 
forming  the  ZoUverein,  in  the  year  1839,  30,800,000  pounds  of  tobacco. 
The  whole  annual  product  of  tobacco  in  the  United  States,  according  to 
the  last  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  was  185,731,554  pounds, 
and  the  whole  quantity  exported  in  1842  was  126,968,000  pounds.  Of 
the  consumption  of  tobacco  in  the  ZoUverein,  it  would  appear,  from 
the  authority  above  mentioned,  that  in  the  year  referred  to  (1839) 
10.880,000  pounds  were  imported  from  America,  but  the  quantity  ex- 
ported to  the  Hanse  Towns  in  1842  was  36,091,200  pounds;  which  ex- 
portation, however,  decreased  during  the  succeeding  nine  months  to 
19,603,200  pounds.  These  facts,  founded  upon  oflScial  or  undoubted 
data,  convey  strong  evidence  that  the  demand  for  American  tobacco  in 
the  States  of  the  ZoUverein  has  greatly  decreased,  and  is  on  the 
decline,  whUe  its  price  there  has  fallen  from  8J  to  5J  cents  per  pound 
within  four  years.  The  entire  amount  of  exports  of  every  description 
of  merchandise  to  Prussia  and  the  Hanse  Towns,  in  1842,  was  $4,721,201 ; 
and  the  whole  amount  of  imports  from  those  places,  in  the  same  time, 
was  $2,292,201. 
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From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  balance  of  advantage 
would  be  in  favor  of  and  not  against  the  United  States,  as  supposed  in 
the  report  of  last  year,  from  the  ratification  of  the  convention.  Whether 
they  ought  to  be  regarded  as  of  sufficient  weight  to  countervail  the  estab- 
lished policy  of  the  Government,  of  leaving  the  regulation  of  duties  to 
Congress,  is  a  matter  for  the  Senate,  not  the  committee,  to  determine. 

The  committee  have  supposed  that  their  duty  would  be  most  properly 
discharged  by  presenting  the  considerations  on  both  sides — the  usage  of 
the  Government  on  the  one  side,  with  thegroundsof  it;  and  the  advantage 
promised  by  departure  from  this  usage,  in  favor  of  the  convention  under 
consideration,  on  the  other.  The  Senate,  on  this  comparative  view,  will 
draw  the  proper  conclusion  for  itself.  Till  this  be  done,  the  committee 
recommend  that  the  convention  lie  on  the  table  of  the  Senate.
